IN ASHES ONCE MORE. 


THE “PHOENIX” BUILDING AGAIN 
THE PREY OF FIRE, 


Wrecked with a Loss ot $90,000—A Police- 
man and a Fireman Injured—Battle of 


the Fire-Fighters with a Lively Blase 


The Structure Known as the Old Burton 
Block, Where Fires and Fatalities Had 
Taken Place Before—Firms That Sul- 
fered Damages. 


The old Burton Block at. Van Buren and 
Clinton streets, which has burned down twice 
before and which has each time furnished 
a fatality, was again wrecked by fire yester- 
day afternoon and came near once more scor- 
ing adeath. As it was, a policeman was dan- 
gerously hurt and a fire slightly bruised. 

The blaze caused a loss of perhaps 990.000. 
The fire broke out shortly before 5:39 o’clock, 
and spread through the six-story structure 
with such rapidity that it necessitated a gen- 
eral alarm calling out fifteen engines. These 
did not suffice, and an extra call for ten more 
engines was issued fifteen minutes later. The 
firemen fought hard, but in spite of their 
efforts the floors fell to the ground 
twenty-five miautes after the first alarm. 
Ten minutes later a cry went up from the 
crowd as the whole front wall wavered anda 
minute later shot into the street below, where 
fifty firemen were wielding hose from a dozen 
engines. The cry came none too soon, for at 
this signal the firemen, whose view of the wall 
was obscured by smoke and steam that arose 
from a fire engine west of ther, retreated 
to the opposite sidewalk. Half a second later 
several tons of red-hot brick and iron crashed 
down to the spot where they had stood. John

Four years ago the Second District of this 
State, consisting of the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, and part of the Nine- 
teenth Wards of Chicago, led in the holding 
of conventions to nominate delegates and al- 
ternates to the National Republican conven- 
tion.

Considine was shot just above the heart 
and the ball has not been found, although the 
hospital surgeons have probed for it. He will

ROUGHS TERRORIZE A MISSOURI TOWN, 


De Kalb Overrun by a Crowd of Saloon 
Toughs—Sheriff Sent For. 

Sr. Josnrn, Mo., March 19.—[ Special.] — The 
little Village of De Kalb, seventeen miles 
south of St. Joseph, is in the hands of an 
armed mob, and the terror-stricken residents 
are anxiously awaiting the arrival of the Sher- 
iff, who started for the town with a posse late 
this afternoon in response to a message asking 
for help. The trouble grew out of an attempt 
to suppress a saloon and is expected to lead to 
bloodshed before it is settled. 

Some weeks ago Peter Bowen attempted to 
get up a petition to start a saloon, but was de- 
feated by the anti-saloon element. Becoming 
defiant, he purchased a stock of liquors and 
opened up business any way. A complaint 
was lodged against him and he was 
His friends swore revenge, and yesterday the

Nothing is left of the building now but a 
pile of bricks in the cellar and the bare west 
wall, which wavered and tottered under the 
scourging it received from water and flames, 
shook off its sixth story, and yet stands, five 
stories high, a menace to a small building un- 
der its shadow. ‘ : 

Singular Features of the Fire. 

The fire was a singular one in some of its 
aspects, and the strangest and most peculiar 
one was its confinement within such narrow 
limits. The blaze was an intensely hot one, 
and broad sheets of flame shot up into the 
air and stretched themselves half way across 
the street, yet they seemed to endanger none 
of the neighboring buildings. The heart of 
the omilding was a reverberating furnace 
and consumed the sparks as they arose. 
The wind was blowing stiff, but it met no ein- 
ders to scatter. Nor did this strange feature 
of so hot a conflagration seem greatly due to 
the streams poured upon it by the engines. 
And scarcely any smoke was emitted during 
the burning. The building itself was an im- 
mense smoke-consuming furnace. The streets 
and sidewalks in the neighborhood gave up 
their moisture in vapors and the water from 
the hydrants shot into the flames was almost 
instantly converted into steam and hung as a 
roseate cloud over the roof. And it was near- 
ly an hour that the lurid brilliancy of the 
flames continued. 

And, notwithstanding the intensity of the 
heat and the far-leaping flames, nobody 
seemed to think or fear that the shabby 
buildings across the street and the little sa- 
loon adjoining it on the west were in danger. 
The concentration of the fire, without special 
outside effort, was its strange peculiarity. 
And no other building was materiaily dam- 
aged, although a few windows across the 
street were cracked by the heat. 

But it was a dangerous fire. As the floors 
and joists gave Way the thin towering 
walls looked frail and trembling in the 
flames that beat against and surrounded them, 
and the thousands of onlookers instinctively 
moved back and waited not the orders and 
pressure of policemen. Every now and then 
some unconsumed piece of flooring or por- 
tion of ceiling would fall, and then a cry to 
the firemen, *‘ Look out, would go up. 

Officer Mitchell was taken to the police sta- 
tion, where it was discovered that his right 
arm and shoulder were badly burned and his 
left leg broken. His wounds were dressed 
and he was taken to his home, No. 1863 West

THEY’VE ABANDONED THEIR PROJECT. 


Annexationists Ask That Only a Part of 
Cicero Be Annexed, 

After much hesitation, and perhaps anxious 
consideration, the leaders of the annextion 
movement in Cicero have abandoned their 
project of adding the whole of that township 
to Chicago at the forthcoming election. But 
they will try to bring in the best part of it. 
The petitions got up in favor of annexing the 
whole town were thrown away the other day, 
because it was realized that the interests in 
opposition at this tinae are too powertul. Oak 
Park would oppose it by a two to one vote. It 
would be opposed also at Hawthorne and at 
Clyde. It would therefore be a waste of ef- 
fort to urge the annexation of the whole. 

The idea of bringing in the whole town hav- 
ing been abandoned the annexationists turned 
their attention to the project of annexing that 
part which they are sure is ripe for annexa- 
tion. A petition was hastily prepsred during 
the last few days, and having been signed by 
125 voters was presented in the County Court 
yesterday. 

It asks that that portion of Cicero lying east 
of Austin avenue and north of Twenty-sixth 
street be cut off from Cicero and joined to 
Chicago. This includes tne Village of Austin, 
Morton Park, and the Grant Locomotive 
Works, also Meyerick Park. It consists 
of about five square miles of territory, 
and has from 6,000 to 7,000 people.

the “Cow Law” by a New Jc r. 
SrpRN rm, IIl., March. 19.— [Special.] 
John T. Norsworthy of White County has twice 


been Representative in the General Assembly, 


and is now making desperate efforts to secure’ 
a reélection. His pathway back to the House 
is a thorny and rocky one: He not only has to 
contend against other statesmen, but against 
the fatal objection that he voted for the cow 
law.“ This Norsworthy has vigorously de- 
nied, but unfortunately for him the record is 
against him. 

This apparently innocent and harmless 
measure is simply to prevent animals from 
running at large. It applied to cities, towns, 
and villages, and passed almost unanimously, 
the vote in the House bemg 90to 3. Nobody 
attached much importance to the measure. 

One of the members who had his eyes 
opened when he got home was John T. Nors- 
worthy, Representative from White County. 
In the northern part of the State the act 
caused little feeling, but down in Egypt the 
law was regarded as an infringement on 
the rights of an American citizen. When 
Norsworthy got home he ‘heard from his con- 
stituents. He denied having voted for the bill, 
but an investigation showed that he was re- 
corded among the yeas. Since that time 
Nersworthy has been making frantic efforts to 
have this fatal record changed. He first wrote 
to W. H. Hinrichsen, Clerk of the House, who 
insisted that the record was correct and de- 
clined to falsify it. ‘Then Norsworthy tried 
Secretary of State Pearson with the same re- 
sult, and then he came here himself. 

Today the State Printer. H. W. Rokker, 
notifled the Secretary of State that the House 
journals were ready and began sending them 
over to the State- House by the cart load. A 
well-known Democrat who had occasion to 


‘look up the record on the Cow law was one 


of the first to secure a copy. The discovery 
was soon made by hiin that the name of Nors- 
worthy did not appear on the roli-call. There- 
upon the Secretary of State stopped the de- 
livery of the journal and asked the State 
Printer to make the correction. 


The roll-call on the Cow law” occurs on

W. J. O° BRIEN’S RECORD REVIEWED. 


He Has Been a Man the Police Have Kept 
an Kye on for Years. 

Ald. W. J. O’Brien’s friends are considera- 
bly worked up over the reports that are going 
the rounds regarding his connection with the 
bribery matter, He is now serving his second 
term in the Council, and he does not sepm to 


have improved the reputation he enjoyed prior 


to his election. 

„Billy“ O’Brien come to Chicago when 
quite a lad from Massachusetts, the later part 
of the 6076. He and his mother, whose name 
was Lahey, settled down in Bridgeport and 
„Billy“ grew up with the geese and the tough 
boys of the neighborhood. Mrs. Lahey ran 
an apple stand on Archer road and 
her place was a kind of a retreat for 
her daring son’s companions. Lahey, her 
husband, wandeted off to the pineries, it is 
said, about the time the family moved to Chi- 
cago and some time afterward Mrs. Lahey is 
said to have obtained a divorce. Just before 
the fire young O’Brien had a misunderstand- 
ing with a Miss Hickey and the latter 
swore out a warrant and had him ar- 
rested, He ‘was placed in jail, and 
the night of the fire, when the 
prisoners of the jail were set at liberty. 
Billy“ was among the number. He went to 
Boston and remained away until 1876. While 
at the Hub” he went under the name of 
Billy Walsh, it is said, and got enough money 
together to open a saloon on Portland street. 

It was while O’Brien was East that the mar- 
riage of his sister to ex-Gov. Moses of South 
Carolina was celebrated in New York. 

When O’Brien came back to Chicago he 
opened a saloon at Archer avenue and Maine 
street, which he still owns. It is known to the 
police as an exceedingly tough resort. O’Brien 
has always been regarded as a tough customer 
and a man who was exceedingly quick to pick 
a row. He is a brother-in-law of Buck” 
McCarthy, who was a member of the 
„ Boodle’? County Board and narruwly es- 
caped the penitentiary. 

O’Brien was arrested in connection with the 
ballot-box frauds of 1884 on the charge of be- 
ing implicated with ** Dutchy O’Keefe, who 
was sent to the penitentiary for stealing a 
ballot-box When he was reélected last spring 
he was strongly suspected of having en- 
gineered the trouble that oceurred in the 
Eighth Precinct ‘of the Sixth Ward, where an 
attempt was made to swell the official count 
at the polls by kicking up a row. 

O’Brien also had an unpleasant connection 
with the Eva Mitchell murder case. The 
body of a young woman was found 
by the police on Grand boulevard. It was an 
exceedingly mysterious affair and has never 
been cleared up. While O’Brien was not ar- 
rested, he was taken to the station several 
weeks after the murder and questioned as to 
his whereabouts the night of the murder. 

When O’Brien was first elected to the Coun- 
cil he was worth in the neighborhood of $10,.- 
000. He is now said to be worth $75,000 or 
$100,000. Aside from his Archer avenue saloon 
he now has a halt interest in the place at No. 
170 Madison street and is interested in various 
other enterprises. It is said he holgis $25,000 


worth of stock in a profitable brewery on the 
South Side.

It is alleged 
that through the powerful opposition and de- 
structive competition of the large concerns 
many small butchers and marketmen at inte- 
rior towns in all directions, especially East 
and South, have been driven out of the busi- 
ness. And now attention is particularly di- 


rected to this end of the line toward the ac- | 


tions of the trust with regard to their pur- 
chases of beef and mutton at primary points. 
The long-time dissatisfied but powerless pro- 
ducers and salesmen now entertain the ho 
that the operations of these buyers may 
fully exposed and relief secured from the de- 

ression, which is attributed in part to the 

requent absence of active and open competi- 
tive bidding. 

While commission salesmen of live stock at 
the Union Stock-Yards fully agree that the old 
unwritten law of supply and demand largely 
controls the course of values with them, it is 
at the same time firmly contended that un- 
commercial niethods obtain at the leading pri- 
mary markets of the West. Some not only 
assert that prices paid the farmer for his prop- 
erty are influen versely the 
manners of the big packers, but 
they are often absolutely controlled. 
Careful inquiry among the commission men 
at the local yards reveals the fact that the 
opinion is largely, though possibly not univer- 
sally held, that whenever market conditions 
warrant it the combined effort of the dressed- 
meat concerns results in their securing their 
supplies at figures a few cents below the mar- 
ket. This means nota little, with the yy 
weekly receipts for the last two years 62, 
head, for which disposition must be found, 
Of course many interests are represented on 
the buying side, with purchases made not only 
for the dressed-meat houses, but also for 
shippers to Eastern butchers, for export 
alive, for canning purposes, and for reship- 
ment to feed-lots in the country where corn 
is plentitul and ones. But there are times 
when the dema for cattle for shipment 
alive is small; when slaughterers in the 
East are well supplied with meats, or when 
the English markets are unfavorable for ex- 
port account, and asa result the day’s local 
supply, should it be 8,000, 12,000, or 16,000, 
must go to local buyers. Then it is that 
salesmen complain of the action of the Big 
Three, as Armour, Swift, and Morris are 
known. 

Private Agreement Shown, 

According to the experience related to a 
reporter for Tun Tmax by different sales- 
men the actions of the buyers for the houses 
named indicate clearly that on such occasions 
there has been a previous understanding or 
private agreement whereby there shall be no 
competitive Mere: For example, a given 
day brings in 15, cattle; outside demand 
for beeves for shipping and export account is 
meager or entirely wanting through unfavora- 
ble Eastern advices, and the local killers 
must take this excessive number; their 
buyers will ride around and through the peus 
in an indifferent manner and express little in- 
terest in the offer: Finally one buyer will 
make a ridiculously low bid, taking into consid- 
eration the latest previous quotations for like 
cattle. Buyers for other packers will show no 
interest whatever in the course of the market 
perhaps remarking that their coolers are full 
of meat and no live cattle are needed at the 
moment, or maybe make an offer for the same 
bunch of animals a shade below that of the 
first broker. What is the result? Eventually 
the salesman, for lack of a better bid, will be 
obliged to accept the price first named, 
realizing that were there no private 
understanding Among the buyers advanced 
figures would be obtainable. Should he 
refuse to part with the property and decide to 
hold it over for a better market the chances 
are that the situation would be worse rather 
than improved the following day. At the 
close of the day this bunch of cattle, be it five 
ora dozen carloads, is quietly divided among 
tho Big Three,“ This course has been proved 
by an examination of the scale tickets to be 
seen in the offices at the . Building. 
As the production of cattle has n steadily 
increasing for some years and the offerings at 
Chicago unprecedentedly large during the last 
thirty-six months, the market supplies have 
been excessive much of the time, affording 
opportunity to follow the course outlined by 
the commission salesmen. 


What the Dressed.Meat Houses Say, 


The dressed-meat houses — § insist 
they do not control the markets perti- 
nently ask the question what disposition could 
be made of these enormous supplies were 
they not ready to buy them and utilize them, 
expending vast sums of money in carrymg in 
their refrigerators big stocks of meats. The 
other side contends that this is just where 
may be detected the African in the wood-pile; 
that years ago there were rhaps fifty or 
more butchers in this city alone competing 
for the live cattle, but that now most of these 
have disappeared and that the Big Three“ 
have absorbed nearly all the fresh meat trade 
of Chicago, supplying retail marketmen. 
Furthermore, that the demand for meats 
has kept pace with the growth of the 
country and that there are more 
mouths to feed than twenty years ago, and 
finally, that the cost to the consumer would 
be no greater, while the producer would more 
nearly receive the worth of his cattle were 
there more competition among buyers. Farm- 
ers stand no better showin marketing their 
cattle gt Omaha or Kansas City. In fact, chose 
towns have fewer representatives of the ship- 

ing and export trade. Dressed-meat houses 
inte their representatives there, who are in 
constant touch with headquarters through the 
medium of the telegraph. When the market 
looks a little bare of stoek here they are in- 
structed to buy cattle atthe Missouri River 
ald forward them, and thus entire train loads 
are sent to Chicago consigned direct to the big 
packers. True, these do not comeon the 
market, but at the same time it means just 60 
much less demand here for the current offer- 
ings, and less competitive bidding in conse- 

uence. This course is frequently followed in 
the season for the free marketing range cattle 
from the Western plains, 

For obvious reasons I must not be 
quoted,“ said a prominent cattle dealer at the 
yards, but should a court of inquiry ever 
subpoena alot of witnesses from among the 
cattle salesmen here some startling evidence 
might be given. Here is an experierce of 
my own which I enjoyed some time ago: 


had a bunch of good beet cattle on sale. 


Armour’s buyer came along and bid 84, 75, 
we will say: I told him it was away below 
the market and refused to sell to him at the 
time, He carelessly rode away, and as he 
went through an adjacent alley I saw him 
pass a buyer for Swift and exchange a word 
with him. Subsequently Swift's buyer ap- 
proached me and offered $4.70 for my cattle. 
This proved there was an understanding be- 
tween the buyers for these rival houses, in- 
stead of wholesome competition. 

§Taking Advantage of an Opportunity, 

The concentrated position of the sheep pens 
at the stock-yarda affords an especially favor- 
able opportunity for carrying out previous 
understanding among buyers, particularly

It is the vesper season of the year. The work is 
well nigh over.

here are no contests in this presence. The 
anxieties and the responsibilities of current busi- 
ness find pints in the exercises of this memo- 
ri No offensive or defensive attitude is 
re assumed.

A little company of fellow-workmen, we meet 
in the leugthening shadows on the highway, us 
men have met so many, many times before, to bow 
our heads with reverence, to speak words of kind- 
ly sympathy, to turn our faces to the sky, and 
then—each lifting his burden—to moveon. The 
pilgrimage will start afresh at the rising of the 
sun; shadows will again en in the high- 
ways; workmen will gather in the twilight of 
1892, listen to the calling of the roll, sveak softly 
and then—move on. And as each laborer once 
again assumes his place in the restless procession 
the same old thoughts will fill his soul: How 
short was yesterday! Who will lay aside his bur- 
den and not report as we gather by the roadside 
tonight?

A Word Picture. 


This is the nineteenth century, and every mem- 
ber of the profession of the law, to the extent of 
his opportunities and capabilities, is a real factor 
in the magnificent achievement of this restless 
age aud char with the loftiest and most serious 
responsibilities. There never has been a period 
in the history of mankind when the field for act- 
ive, splendid progress has n more inviting 
and encouraging than the one in which we live. 
The possibilities that surround us are beyond the 
power of language to describe. How long the 
day will last within which we may exercise the 

rivileges now at our command no man can tell, 

but as we read the lesson of this occasion and 
speaking on behalf and in the mystic presence of 
those whose lips are silent, can we not feel the 
thrill of a more exalted purpose in the life that 
vet remains to us? Let us catch the inspiration 
of the living present and realize that while they 
sleep we must watch. That while 7 rest we 
must work; not with arms reversed, but with 
standards bigh advanced; not with mournful 
faces, but with brows uncovered to the sun, 
eager to perform our portion of the uncompleted 
task, and conscious, as it has been left for us to 
do. that life is worth the living. 

The death of Judge Driggs causes a second 
vacancy in the Circuit Court. He was first 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Judge Williamson in November 1889. He 
was reélected without opposition last June for 
six years. He had more than five years to 
serve, therefure. This being the case, an elec- 
tion must be called to fill the vacancy. It is 
not likely, however, that the election will be 
called till next fall, when the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Judge Moran will be 
filled.. Judge Moran being a Democrat, and 
Judge Driggs having been a Republican, the 
Democrats would name the successor of the 
one and the Republicans the successor. ef the 
other under the non-partisan rule. But it is 
not believed the non-partisian rule will be ad- 
hered to this fall, when four Superior Court 
Judges to succeed Judges Anthony, Hawes, 
Kettelle, ano Hutchinson will also be elected.

Judge Driggs’ Career. 
Driggs was bornin Mount Morris, N.

Tnere be remained until he 
was 13 years old, attending school in the winter 
and labor! early and late in the spring, sum- 
mer, and fall. He attended the Oxford Academy 
in New Hampshire for some time and decided to 
give up farming. With this end in view he went 
to Boston, n to easily receive a position 
in a store. But he found this a seeming impossi- 
bility and became a newsboy. It was not an easy 
thing for this country boy to do, but with the en- 
er rmeated his whole career he did it, 
and he did it well. “I did not make much 
money. he one said in speaking of that time in 
his life, but I had my eyes opened to the iuten- 
eity of business competition, and I think I learned 
most of the tricks of the newsboys’ trade.“ It 
was a brief experience, though, only lasting four 
‘or five months, and then the future jurist re- 

ned to his home. 

127 1.8 be acted as clerk in a village store, 
and in 1865 he entered a lawyer's office. While 
there he met the present Senator from Vermont, 
Justin 8.

Mrs. Clover at the 
ent time is about the 
widely talked of woman in the State 
of Kansas. She is the pet of the Third Con- 
gressional District and if. universal suffrage 
comes with the other political changes in this 
State she will certainly be forced into the 
Gubernatorial chair. 

Congressman Ciover came to Kansas in the 
spring of 1871 and settled in Cowley County. 
In the early days he proved himself an expert 
land-grabber and succeeded in freezing out his 
neighbors until be had secured some 1,60) 
acres of the best land in Kansas. Then Mr. 
Clover began farming ona large scale and 
made a dismal failure of the venture. 

When two of his grown sons left for Okla- 
homa affairs were in such a bad way that Mr. 
Clover concluded that the iniquitous Legisla- 
ture was responsible for it all and he left the 
Republican party and joined the Alliance.

Mr. Clover is a 
slow thinker and a slow talker. Mrs. Clover 
thinks quickly and acts promptly. When Mr. 
Clover entered upon his home canvass the 
crops were all in the ground, but had not been 
cultivated. With the assistance of the younger 
son, who remained at home, and two 
hired hands Mrs. Clover  wuhdertook 
to cultivate and harvest the crop. 
The wheat yield and the corn crop were fair, 
and it was carefully harvested and housed. 
Mrs. Clover expended her surplus in improv- 
ing the farm and building outhouses for the 
agricultural implements.

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MONEY FOR RIVERS. 


BILL TO BE REPORTED MONDAY 
APPROPRIATES $21,000,000. 


Of this Amount the Mississippi Gets 64, 
000,000 a Year to Be Used Between Its 
Mouth and St. Paul and the SecretarRof 
War Authorized to Make Contracts for 
$12,900,000 Worth of Work—Progress 


of the Raum Investigation—Various Bits 
of News from the National Capital. 


The River and Harbor bill will be reported to 
the House Monday. It will carry $20,000,- 
000 or $21,000,000. It is not much smaller 
than the bill reported to the billion 4 
dollar Congress by Gen. Henderson’s com- 
mittee. Allowing for the Galveston and other 
harbors, the St. Mary’s River, and the Hay 
Lake channel, which were in the River and 
Harbor bill two years ago, but which are now 
provided for in the Sundry Civil, the total 
would probably be greater. So one page 
in the record for economy which the 
present House was to make must be blotted 
out, Several new projects are incorporated 
in the bill, the principal ones being the Hud- 
son River improvement, the improvement of 
the Mobile harbor and the Savannah River, 
and the deep water channel on the great lakes. 
What Is Done for the Mississippi. 

The committee has adopted for the Missis- 
ippi River a pr. position submitted by Chair- 
man Blanchard, and the bill contains an ap- 

ropriation of $4,000,000 for the Mississippi 
‘River from its mouth to St. Paul. It author- 
izes the Secretary of War to make contracts 
for $12,000,000 more of work on the river from 
its mouth to St. Paul, to be expended in sums 
of $4,000,000 a year, and to be paid for as appro- 
priations are made from time to time by Con- 
gress. This, added to the $4,000,000 which the 
bill itself appropriates, inakes $16,000,000 for 
the whole river, to be expended in four years, 
at the rate of $4,000,000 a year. Ten millions 
of this, or $2,500,000 a year, is to be expendéd 
for the 1,100 miles of the river from its mouth 
to the mouth of the Ohio River, and 36.000, 
000, or $1,500,000 a year, for the 900 miles of 
the river from the mouth of the Ohio to St. 
Paul. Of this, $1,500,000, or $700,000 a year, 
is to be expended between the mouth of the 
Ohio River and the mouth of the Missouri, 
and $800,000 between the mouth of the Mis- 
souri and St. Paul. The scheme of improve- 
ment, includes the building and maintenance 
of levees for restraining the flood waters, as 
a part of the plan for the improvement of 
navigation as recommended by the Mississippi 
River Commission.

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AN AMERICAN WAR VESSEL BOUND 
FOR VENEZUELA. 
— 


Uncle Sam Has Ordered One of His Cruis- 
ers to the Scene of South American 
Troubles to Look After His Interests— 
There Is Going to Be Serious Fighting 
in the Little Republic—Guzman Blanco, 
the Head of the Revolutionists, Is a Man 
Not to Be Trified With, 


Wasuixator, D. C., March 19.—[Special.}— . 
Orders were sent to Rear-Admiral Gherardi 
at St. Thomas, West Indies, today directing 
him to dispatch one of the vessels of his 
Squadron to the scene of the reported rev- 
olution in Venezuela to protect American 
interests. It is presumed that the Newark 
will be detailed for this service. It arrived at 
St. Thomas today, and being well coaled and 
fitted out 1s in better condition than the 
Philadelphia or Concord, which have but re- 
cently returned to the West Indies after a 
long run from Montevideo. It is entirely 
discretionary with Rear-Admiral Gherardi, 
however, as to which vessel he will send. 

The decision to send a vessel to Venezuela 
at this time is based upon the newepaper ac- 
counts of the bloody battle fought near Cara- 
eas, which, although not confirmed by official 
advices, are considered true in the light of the 
communications recently received from 
American representatives in Venezuela giving 
notice of the impending troubles, 

No official news of the outbreak in Ven- 
ezuela has been received here. It is known, 
however, that the country has been on the 
brink of a revolution for months past. It is 
about three years since Guzman Bianco 
was overthrown and driven into exile, 
He took with him millions of money. 
Rojas Paul became President. During 
his term Venezuela was peaceful 
and prosperous. Then -Palacios got the reins 
of power, and was declared President. He 
turned.on some of the people who had elected 
him and quite recently he has exilea Rojas 
Paul. It has been known that Palacios was 
scheming to retain power after his term was 
up, and the recent developments are the out- 
come of his scheming.

Arrogant and dictatorial though he was, 
and though he turned the Presidency into 
nearly an absolute monarchy, Blanco was 
nevertheless reélected three successive times. 
He ruled the people of Venezuela with a rod 
of iron and by the sheer force of his — 
ity bent the National Cortes—or House of 
Representatives—to his will, and though 
he was, nominally, only President of the re- 
public, yet the Cortes conferred more and 
more power on him until in the last years of 
his Presidency he became really absolute dic- 
tator. His will and his word were law through- 
out the land, and his rule in the main was 
beneficial to the country. Under his régime 
Caracas became a city which for order and 
good government was the admiration of both 
Americans and Europeans. Many an Amer- 
iean, after guying the country for a one- 
horse republic, confessed that he had never 
seen a better kept or more orderly city. The 
people remember the man who made Caracas, 
who raised Venezuela, and, tyrant though he 
was, they want him back. Ever since Presi- 
dent Paiacios was elected by the government 
party the movement for the reinstatement of 
Guzman Blanco has been gaining strength. 
Trouble was expected to follow the National 
elections of Feb. 10, and President Palacios 
promptly postponed the election. Other post- 
ponements have been made since, and would 
yet have been made had not Friday’s outbreak 
brought matters to a climax. 

Dispatches from Venezuela state that the 
revolutionary forces have been beaten back, 
but the Venezuelan papers are under govern- 
ment supervision. Guzman Blanco is not the 
sort of man to be beaten back, for he is not 
only a statesman, but a practiced soldier. 
Standing six feet four inches, of splendid 
physique and bearing, and a man of strong 
personality, Guzman Blanco is a giant in a 
land of small men. His private fortune was 
estimated in 1880 as $6,000,000, and as he re- 
ceived an annual salary as President of $250,- 
000 it is now probably much greater. 

Guzman Blanco was never a man to hide his 
light under a bushel. In the Plaza Bolivar of 
Caracas stands a splendid statue, and on the 
pedestal of that statue is the following in- 
scription: 

:ELGENERAL ANTONIOGUZMAN BLANCO: 

: PRESIDENTE DE LA REPUBLICA, 

: ERIJO ESTE MONUMENTO, 

: BN 1574. : 

: Simon Bolivar, Liberator de Venezuela,:

Visitors to that statue are prone torthink it 
a statue of Guzman Blanco, but it isn’t. It is 
a statue of Simon Bolivar, but owing to the 
overpowering capitals in which the donor’s 
name appears this fact cannot be detected 
without a microscope. 

There isa story told of Guzman Blanco 
which is now a matter of South American his- 
tory, but which one scarcely expects to hear 
of as happening in a republic in the year of 
grace 1883. 

It was this way. Caracas—the capital of 
Venezuela—is some miles from the sea, a t 
called La Guayfa being the seaport. At La 
Guayra is received all merchandise intended 
for Caracas, which is then transported over 
the mountain to that city. 

When Guzman Blanco first came into power 
all the transportation between the two towns 
was done by mules, which took about ten 
hours to make the trip. Guzman Blanco 
promptly decided that a railroad between La 
Guayra and Caracas was one of the pressing 
needs of the country, and as he couldn’t get 
the Venezuclans to see it in that lignt, he set 
to work to build that railroad with his own 
money—so he said. After a while the railroad 
was built and trains began running, but the 
railroad didn’t pay. 

The Venezuelans are a conservative people 
in matters pertaining to locomotion. Mule- 
power had been g enough for their an- 
cestors for centuries past, and mule-power 
was good enough for them. So they went on 
sending goods to Caracas via mule and riding 
to and fro to Caracas on mules themselves. 
Guzman Blanco went on paying salaries to 
his engineers andtrainmen. After a while he 
tired of his tey and tired, too, of riding back 

forth in solitary state; moreover, he 
wanted some return for his shekels, so he 
issued an edict that all vehicular travel on the 
road between La Guayra and Caracas should 
be stopped. Guzman Blanco’s word was law, 
and the travel stopped. 

This brought plenty of grist, in the shape of 
freight, to the railroad mill, but it was a little 
rough onthe muleteers, some hundreds of 
whom were thrown out of employment by 
the President’s decree. But the railroad

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HOW BRAZIL TREATS FOREIGNERS, 


Three Englishmen Made to Suffer by the 
Police All Manner of Indignities. 

New Lonx, March 19.—A gentleman who 
has just arrived in this city from Rio de Jane- 
iro relates a sample case of the brutality of the 
Brazilian police toward foreign residents, 
which may eventually lead to serious trouble 
between Great Britain and the South Ameri- 
can republic. The victims of the outrage 
were three young Englishmen named E. 
Barham, D. McNaught, and James M. Tem- 
pleton, who are employed in the London and 
Brazilian Bank. 

They and others of the employés of that in- 
stitution live in the bank building, No. 264 
Rua Condo de Bomfim, Tijuca. The assault 
took place ona Sunday. Templeton and Bar- 
ham, as was their custom, left their dwelling 
for a stroll up the street before retiring for 
the night. On the way home they were met 
a short distance from the house by cNaught, 
who was wearing a mask, At the same time 
a vehicle passed from which two policemen 
alighted. Approaching McNaught they in- 
formied him that it was against the law to 
wear a mask at night and that he 
must surrender it to them. McNaught 
removed the mask and was about to give 
it to them, when Templeton, who, through 
ignorance of the Portuguese language, thought 
that the destruction of the mask was all that 
was desired, snatched it from McNaught, 
tore it into pieces, and threw them over the 
bridge on which they happened to be stand- 


g. 

Without a word of warning or explanation, 
one of the policeman thereupon drew the 
sword with which the force is armed and he 
made a vicious blow at Templeton’s head. It 
just missed his skull, but suceeeded in almost 
severing his left ear. The Englishmen were 
then taken to prison, being obliged to walk 
several miles in their slippers and prevented 
from speaking to one another. From time to 
time they received blows and were subjected 
to vile insults. They were first bundled off to 
the house of a subdelegate, who refused to see 
them until the following morning, and or- 
dered that they be locked ur in Fabrica Po- 
hee Staton, 

They were then searched, threatened with 
sticks and swords, and thrown into a foul- 
smelling ceil about seven feet square, where 
they passed the night, forbidden to speak un- 
der threats of having their brains blown out. 
The next morning a uniformed policeman, 
armed with a rifle, seated himself in front of 
the cell and pointed the weapon at the three 
— 1 with his finger on the trigger, and 

eclared that on the slightest provocation he 
hey ‘** Biow out the brains of the English 

og. 

At half past 9 a. m. they were again 
taken to the sub-delegate’s house, but he was 
not in, and for three quarters of an hour they 
were forced to sit ou his doorstep in the boil- 
ing sun, while the policemen having them in 
custody, lounged in the shade on the opposite 
side of the way and dared them with ,many 
oaths to move. MeNaught was bareheaded 
and with his companion, was faint from 
heat and thirst, but their suffering did not 
move their captors to the least mercy. When 
the sub-delegate finally arrived he took the 
statement of the police, but refused to listen 
to McNaught. , 

The Englishmen were then sent to the Cen- 
tral Police Station and compelled to walk all 
the way in the middle of the road, where the 
heat was overpowering. First they were told 
to walk fast and then to move slowly, and they 
were cuffed and pushed because they did not 
quickly understand. 

ITbe two policemen were drunk when they 
made the arrest, and on the way tothe Cen- 
tral Police Station 3 time and again at 
liquor-shops to drink. The more they drank 
the more they became quarrelsome, 
striking at almost every negro they passed. 
The party arrived at the Central Police Sta- 
tion at half-past 12 p. m., having been three 
hours in the sun and not having tasted food 
since the previous evening. They were ar- 
raigned before a magistrate who understood 
English and who treated them with some con- 
sideration. On hearing their story he had 
them locked up in the common prison, but 
allowed them their liberty without fine or ad- 
monition at the expiration of a couple of 
hours. After their release the money taken 
from them when they were searched was re- 
turned to them.

Proposed Defensive and Offensive Alliance

RUMOR THAT HIS EAR DISEASE 
Has BECOME WORSE, 


Chancellor von Caprivi’s Resignation Is 
StilleDenied in Berlin, Although It 
Seems to Be defed a Fact in Paris 
~Berlin Newspaper Comments — The 
Emperor Is Sald to Have Been Under 

_the Influence of Morphine for Four Days 
—Freuch War Prognostications. 


BxxLix, March 19.—It now seems certain 
that Chancellor von Caprivi has not resigned. 
The crisis affects only Count Zedlitz von 
Truetzschler, This view of the situation 
is confirmed by igh officials. , No 
decision regarding the acceptance or 
refusal of the Count’s resignation is expected 
before the end of next week, when the Em- 
peror returns to Berlin. The question was 
not even discussed at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Prussian Cabinet. The reports that have 
been circulated as to what occurred at that 
meeting are almost wholly fabrications. 

Today the Kreuz Zeitung is the only paper 
which maintains that the Chancellor has ten- 
dered his resignation. All the other papers 
concur in expressing the belief that the only 
ministerial retirement growing out of the 
differences of opinion on the Primary Edu- 
cational bill is that of Count Zedlitz von 
Truetzschler, Minister of Ecclesiastical At- 
fairs. 

The National Zeitung explicitiy denies that 
the ChanceNor has done more than to inti- 
mate Ifis desire to support Count Zedlitz von 
Truetaschler. 

The North German Gazette, the official 
organ of the government, takes a middle 
course, and while neither affirming nor deny- 
ing the truth of the report, says that in the 
present position of the Ministerial crisis it 
must refrain from predicting what the issues 
will be, ¢ 

The Primary Education bill, the cause of 
the split in the Ministry, has caused wide- 
spread and bittér opposition, not only among 
the members of the Prussian Diet 
it is entirely a Prussian measure — 
but among many religious sects, 
The popular sense of justice revolts 
against a measure which will force Methodists, 
Old Catholics, Unitarians, Deists, and free 
thinkers generally to have their children edu- 
cated in some State recognized creed. The 
sects which the bill admits as duly qualified 
religious societies are Moravians, Quakers, 
Greeks, Anglicans, Jewa, and Old Lutherans. 
Parents who are neither Catholics nor Luther- 
ans may profess to be adherents of any one of 
these sects and may have their children edu- 
cated in accordance therewith, but itis hardly 
prboable that they will do so should the bill 
become a law, which, to judge from the pres- 
ent outlook, is hardly within the range of pos- 
sibility. 

The introduction into the Diet was due to 
Count Zedlitz von Truetzschler, who has con- 
tinuously op auy modifications in it. 
The Chancellor also heartily supported the 
measure, but other Ministers opposed it, 
one even going so far as to threaten to 
resign if the bill was not modi- 
fie d. The Emperor at first refused 
to accede to any changes, but finally he 
agreed to such modifications as would bring 
other religious sects within the provision of 
the bill, and it is said that it was this change 
of base by the Emperor that caused Count 
Zedlitz von Truetzschler to resign. 

Gen. von Caprivi is Chancellor of the Ger- 
man Empire. The Primary Education bill 
aftects Prussia alone, and although Gen. von 
Caprivi is the Prussian Prime Minister, it will 
be an unusual erent, as the Cologne Gazette 
has said, if the Chancellor resigns because in 
a single State of the Empire a bill which bears 
the unmistakable atamp of one Minister does 
not pass. 

It is reported that the Emperor will return 
from the country Monday. 

The Lower House of the Prussian Diet to- 
day continued.te discuss the Education esti- 
mates. Count Von Zedlitz was absent. 

Lonpon, March 19.—The Times today, com- 
menting editorially on the rumors from Ber- 
lin, especially those prefessi to recount 
what happened during the confidential inter- 
course Thursday between Emperor William 
and his Ministers, says that all such reports 
must be received with due caution. Other 
German ministerial resignations are expected 
including even that of Chancellor von Yaprivi 
himself, but thereis no reason to believe that 
the Chanceilor wiil resign in consequence of the 
ill success of a measure that affects only one 
German State and that is of distinctiy depart- 
meatal origin.

There has never been 
seen such a spectacle as this, of a sovereign 
nibbling at the treasury in an aflair 
of this importance in order to get 
out of 222 and leaving all responsi- 
bility apon his Ministers. He presented this 
bill and expected his orders to be obeyed. 
Just imagine a sovereign going away from the 
Capital at a critical moment in politics, The 
gravity of the situation may last 
four days. The Emperor having 
gone to a hunt, and nobody 
being able to get in communication with him. 
But the excuse of Emperor William for the 
resolutions arrived at in the last Cabinet 
Council for the withdrawal ot the Educational 
bill as well as for the proposition to borrow 
40,000,000 marks does not satisfy the people. 

William, it is said, had been ill for four days 
in Berlin. He will be obli to live for some 
time in the country, and t is why he has 
gone to the Chateau Hubertus with 
his physician, Dr. Lenthold. Rumors ar- 
rive by way of St. Petersburg—and

Vatraratso, March 19.—President Montt 
and his new Cabinet have gone to Santiago. 
A meeting of the Commission Conservadera, 
which supervises the acts of the government 
during the recess of Congress, has been called 
for March 22. It is said that it will consider 
the advisability of favoring an extraordinary 
session of Congress early in April for thedis- 
cussion of the financial status of the country 
and other important questions.

Vacancies will be filled by compe- 
tent men irrespective of politics, The finance 
question, it says, is paramount, and the na- 
tional interests require that the expenditures 
be minimized.

BAR ASSOUIATION’s NEW HOME. 


Quarters Taken for Ten Years in the Title 
and Trast Company’s Building. 

At the last meetingof the Chicago Bar Asso- 
ciation a report of the committee to ascertain 
what could be done relative to securing per- 
manent quarters for the association was made 
by the Chairman, George Mills Rogers. A 
proposition was submitted by the Chicago 


Title and Trust Company and was accepted by 


the association. 

The rear portion of the third and fourth 
floors of the Trust company’s new building, 
Washington, between arborn and Clark 
streets, the leased portion affording 2,000 
square feet in area, will be used by the Bar 
Association for a library and meeting room.

Evanston’s Electric Road. 


An ordinance giving the Chicago and Evan- 
ston Electric Railway cOmpany the right of 
way on Evanston avenve from Graceland 
avenue north to Church street, the northern 
limit of the city, and on Church street from 
Evanston avenue to Clark street, will be rec- 
ommended for passage by the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys North at Monday’s meet- 


ing of the Common Couneil? This was de- 


cided at a meeting of the committee held yes- 
terday at which Alexander Clark of Evanston, 
J. L. Cochran of Edgewater, and officers of the 
company were present. Mr. Ciark spoke for 
the company and said that after six months of 
vain endeavor to secure frontage for their 
line as at first proposed on Southport avenue 
they had been forced to give that up. They 
had received the necessary frontage on Evans- 
ston avenue and Church street to Graceland 
avenue and had made an arrangement with 
Mr. Yerkes to haul his trailers from Grace- 
land avenue to Divereey street on Evanston 
avenue and also on North Clark street for the 
privilege of using his tracks on these streets 
for their own cars. They had embodied this 
in the amended ordinance, 

Ald. Biegler objected to the proposition. 
He thought the Evansten road should carry 
Mr. Yerkes’ passengers on transfers from Mr. 
Yerkes’ cars at Diversey street. There was a 
long discussion, which was finally settled by 
the striking out of the ordinance the agree- 
ment between Mr. Yerkes and the Evanston 
road, on the ground that the Council has no 
right to give another company the use of Mr. 
Yerkes’ tracks. Ald. Weber had an amend- 
ment inserted making the Evanston compar y’s 
franchise liable to a forfeiture in case it sold 
or leased its right of way to the North Chicago 
railway company. The fare isfixed at 5 cents 
between Graceland and the northern limit of 
the Township of Evanston. — 

It is an electric surface road, propelled by 
overhead contact wires, suspended between 
street poles set within the curb line of the 
street.

So Capt. Hardenbrook Testified Yesterday

Capt. Hardenbrook was recalled when the 
court-martial reconvened at the South Side 
Armory yesterday afternoon. Thé witness in- 
troduced a letter signed by Col, Judd author- 
izing him to collect funds for the regiment.

but stating that he wished it to appear that 
the presentation was atthe instance of the 
public and was not a matter of solicitation. 
Capt. Harden brook stated that Col. Judd had 
never asked bim to stop soliciting funds or 
confine his efforts to railroad people, but has 
asked him to give his whole time t6 the work. 

Everett Wilson of Armour & Co. was then 
placed on the stand. He testified that the ac- 
cused had called at his oftice and wished to 
see Mr. Armour in regard to a stand 
of colors for the Second Infantry, 
and that he himself had thereupon subscribed 
$25 for the firm. On crose-examination the 
witness testified that he had had a conversa- 
tion with Hardenbrook in which tne latter had 
said the regiment had lost an armory by fire, 
and that he had ascheme by which members 
could be elected to the Legislature. 

Capt. Hardenbrook was then recalled. He 
said that he knew of General Order No. 10.

Cannot Locate the Bomba. 


As for the explosions themselves nobody 
knows quite what to make of them. It is 
known that in one way or another nearly 200 
terribly explosive cartridges have been stolen 
from the mining and other public stores. Num- 
bers of these have been recovered, but there 
is still an uncomfortable quantity in the 
hands of unknown miscreants, The French 
police never worked so hard in their lives be- 
fore as now to capture these missing bombs. 
It is said to have been discovered that some of 
them have gone to Russia, where they pos- 
sibly will be heard from in an effective man- 
ner later. Others are evidently in Paris and 
the haphazard, purposeless way in which their 
possessors seem to prefer to use them not un- 
naturally makes Parisians nervous. 

When it is only public officials and build- 
ings which are menaced the general com- 
munity beats the infliction with much 
steadiness of mind, but when explosions are 
just as liable as not to occur in the crowded 
streets or in private houses that makes all the 
difference in the world. The so-called An- 
archists are, however, as intangible in the 
way of organization and convey so shadowy 
an idea to the average citizen’s consciousness 
that it is not surprising to find Parisians in- 
venting other explanations for these mys- 
terious outrages. 

One is that they are bemg done by agents of 
Constans simply te show how badly things are 
going, now he is no longer responsible for the 
public safety in the Ministry of the Interior.

As be 
frankly stated when acting as Irish Secretary, 
he was made a great man by the unmeasured 
abuse heaped upon him by the Irish members, 
now he is going to make another reputation 
through the exaggerated complaints of his 

leadership in the House. He has shown a 

great deal of fiery spirit the last few nights; 

and when he has risen to speak the Conserva- 
tives have cheered him long and heartily. 

Once more his star is in the ascendant. The 

ministry all together seem likely to go brave- 

ly on till the close of the Parliament. Labou- 
chere made a futile attempt to force the hand 


of the government with regard to the 


date of dissolution. He wanted to stop sup- 
plies and money until the ministry revealed 
the fatal day. Balfour parned the inquiries 
dexter usly by telling him he knew as much 
on the subject as any member of the govern- 
ment. And this is true, for the government 
has no fixed plan. It will push on its pro. 
gram, and when that is completed will talk 
about dissolution. 

Its majorities have greatly risen, owing to 
the return from Nice and other places of many 
of its followers. A blessed chauge in the 
weather also helps it by enabling semi-in- 
valids to put in appearance once more. For 
atime winter has vanished and murderous 
east winds have been exchanged for a gentle 
breeze from the west. This has been of im- 
mense assistance to the ministry. 

A tremendous raid upon the government 
was planned for Thursday night, but it went 
all to pieces, Gladstone was too know- 
ing to compromise himself by taking 
any open part, but hovered in the 
background, ready to come in at the scalping 
time that never arrived. Harcourt opened 
fire with heavy artillery on the financial ques- 
tion, but was easily repulsed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. The opposition brought 
up all its forces, and was beaten by 71, the 
largest majority the government had yet had 
this session. Later the same night it raised 
the number to three figures, owing to the fact 
that the section of Gladstonians took to their 
heels and ran away. ‘These victories have 
put the ministerial forces into the highest 
good humor, and, I think, will certainly have 
the, effect of postponing the appeal to the 
country till late in the summer, perhaps till 
autumn. There is no necessity for the gov- 
ernment to give up when it receives a major- 
ity of 102 in its favor. To be sure, this hap 
pened on St. Patrick’s night, whea many 
Irish members were absent, but in any case 
the Gladstonian army must have been smitten 
hip and thigh. 

Gladstone’s Advice Not Followed. 

If Gladstone’s advice were followed by the 
motley party these premature attacks upon 
the ministry would not be made, but the Rad- 
icals here pay too little regard to their leader. 
He wisely keeps out of the House and takes as 
much exercise as he can get. 

Wednesday I met him in the street pushing 
along at a rate of four miles an hour, with a 
fresh color in his cheeks and looking about 
him on every side, the very picture of a 
sound, hearty, alert old mau. Every- 
body turned around to look at 
him. One cabman shouted to another 
There goes ald Gladdy,“ and a second cab- 
man drove after him to get a good look. His 
great coat was all unbuttoned, though the day 
was not warm, and his shabby hat was well 
on the back of his head. On the street Mr. 
Gladstone does not look by any means a 
“dandy,” though in the House he always 
seems well dressed. His portraits make him 
familiar even to street boys, who sometimes 
follow him in admiring processidn. On 
this particular day he had walked to the 
House of Commons and made a long’ speech. 
Early in the afternoon he went out to pay 
some calls. He came back in time to vote in 
division and walked home as lively as a 
cricket. Not a bad day’s work for a man in 
his 83d year.

The au- 
thorities at Quilimane have armed all the 
able-bodied menin the town, and are pre- 
pared to make a desperate resistance against 
the attempt to capture the place. As soon as 
the news of the condition of affairs reached 
Mozambique a Portuguese gun-boat with 100 
soldiers on board was dispatched 20 Quiti- 
mane to aesist in repelling the natives.

Exports Small and Imports Large—The

Roms, March 19.—The returns of Italian 
commerce for January show a falling-off of 
11,800,000 lire ($2,360,000) in the imports and 
an increase of 9,750,000 lire ($1,950,000) in the 
exports as compared with January, 1891. An 
examination of the statistics of Italian com- 
merce lately published by the Department of 
Finance shows very plainly the continuance 
of the crisis that has prevailed so long in Ita- 
ly. The imports for 1891 amounted to 1,176,- 
500,000 lire ($235,300,000) and the exports to 
940,000,000 lire ($188,000,000), which shows for 
the year a balance of trade against Italy of 
$47,300,000. s

concerning a commercial treaty gives general 
satisfaction to the press. It appears that 
Switzerland demanded 10 per cent rebate on 
the general tariff on cottons, and that it has 
been offered a reduction of 7 to 8 per cent, ac- 
cording to the grade of the goods.

EMPEKOR WILLIAM’S HARD TASK 
FOR VON ZRDLITzZ. 


The Minister Instructed to Make the Edu- 
cation Bill Fit the Ideas of the National 
Liberals, but It Was Impossible—His 
Majesty Is Thinking of the Situation at 
His Shooting Seat—Had No Effect on the 
Bourse— Position as to a Monetary Con- 
ference—Sentences of the Berlin Rioters.

Beriin, March 19.—A calmer view of the 

ministerial situation prevails everywhere to- 

night. It is positively known that Chancellor 


von Caprivi has not resigned and that the re- 
tirement of Count von itz, the Prussian 


Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, Instruction, 
and Medicinal Affairs, is still undecided. It 
depends on the result of Emperor William’s 
deliberations in the solitude of Hubertustock. 
Now that the nature of the crisis is better un- 
derstood, it is seen that at no time had it been 
of the suddenly momentous character that 
rumor gave to it. | 

Since the comm#@tee having in charge the 
Prussian Primary Education bill began its 
sitting, the Chancellor, Von Caprivi, and 
Count von Zedlitz have been offering liberal 
opposition to the tentative amendments to the 
measure, Only last week the government 
seemed to be bidding for an arrangement of 
the difficulty which had arisen over the bill 
which would be satisfactory to the National 
Liberals and would break up the threat- 
ned coalition with the Preisinnige 
party. Herr Miquel, the Prussian Minis- 
ter of Finance, who, when the bill was 
presented, offered to resign his office, and was 
only induced to retain ns position by the 
promise of the Emperor that satisfactory 
modifications should be made in the bill, was 
empowered by Herr von Bennigsen, the Na- 
tional Liberal leader, to inform the Em- 
peror that his party retained no hope that ne- 
gotiations would result successfully unless the 
bill should be so altered as to deprive the 
Catholic and Lutheran clergy of the special 
rights given them to control religious teach- 
ing in the elementary schools. 

Von Zedlitz’s Task Impossible. 

The Emperor, therefore, had to face the loss 
of his ablest Minister—Herr Miquel—and the 
intended popular agitation against the bill 
was to get Von Zedlitz to offer a plausible 
compromise. Thursday last he instructed 
Count von Zedlitz to prepare a compromise 
measure on the basis of the demands of the 
National Liberals. Count von Zedlitz con- 
sulted with the Chancelior, who urged that an 
attempt be made to do as the Emperor wished. 
Von Zedlitz found that an attempt to alter 
the bill in such a way that it would satisfy the 
National Liberals would involve such radical 
changes as to make the measure impossible of 
acceptance by the Conservative and Centrist 
majority, and that his only way out of the 
dilemma was to resign, and he will adhere to 
his resolution to retire from the Ministry if 
the Emperor persists in his feeling in regard 
to the Nationa! Liberals, 

In order to think over the difficulty in com- 
plete seclusion his Majesty left Berlin for his 
shooting seat, an hour’s journey by rail from 
Berlin, The date of his return is uncertain 
and depends upon the general state of his 
health and the condition of the weather. 
Persons who are acquainted with the Emper- 
or’s moods will not be surprised to see him in

The crisis has not caused any trouble upon 
the Bourse and financial houses have not given 
credence to the rumors of the Chanceldr’s 
resignation, norhave they attached any im- 
portance to the retirement of Count von Zed- 
litz. On the Bourse today business was irreg- 
ular and prices were depressed on free selling 
of Russian securities, which declinedfhere five- 
eights of one per cent. 

Dispatches from St. Petersburg state that 
another important firm is in financial diffi- 
culties, but it is added that powerful efforts 
will be made to prevent the suspension of 
the firm in question. 

The contemplated Austrian currency agita- 
tion, the Bland Silver bill, and the movement 
of the British bimetallists have awakened in- 
terest in the silver question here. 

The report of the Reichsbank for 1891 
shows the total stock of coin held by that in- 
stitution to be 893,700,000 marks. The sepa- 
rate totals of the gold and silver are not given, 
but the amount of silver is estimated at 200,. 
000,000 marks. Experts have estimated that 
the silver held in Austria-Hungary amounts 
to 420,000,000 marks. 

Position as to a Monetary Conference. 

Although President Koch of the Reichsbank, 
with most of the financial leaders of Germany 
and Austria, now adheres to the gold standard, 
all agree that national interests would oblige 
them to take part in an international mone- 
tary conference if one should be arranged in 
the initiative of the United States and other 
great countries. Its courts maintain that all 
that Germany could assent to in the confer- 
ence would be to increase the amount of its 
subsidiary silver coinage, The opinion cur- 
rent here, including that of the few members 
of the Reichstag who still adhere to bimetal- 


ism, is that an international conference would 


be of doubtful value.

Secretary Matthews and the Game Laws. 


Honie Secretary Matthews has had to bear 
the brunt of much excited criticism this weck, 
and his determined action in hanging two 
poachers has produced a vigorous protest 
against the obnoxious British game laws.

The Happiest Way of Meetine Death. 


Prof. Heim of Zurich University has for 
some years past been investigating the sub- 
ject of death by fall, and has arrived at the 
surprising conclusion that it 1s probably the 
most pleasant way of quitting life. Whenever 
this curiously-inquisitive professor heard of 
somebody having tumbled off a roof or fallen 
down a precipice and survived he promptly 
set off to interview the sufferer or engaged 
some other learned man on the spot to do so. 
Prof, Heim has elaborate records of scores of 
cases, and upon these he has based a lecture just 
delivered, which, if comforting people about 
to engage in mountaineering, or stgeple- 
climbing, or other cognate pursuits, may en- 
courage suicide and set a new fashion in self- 
murder. In all cases investigated by the pro- 
fessor the feelings were the same or rather 
they differed only in degree. The victim, he 
says, suffers no pain. In the paralyzing ter- 
ror he is perfectly aware of what is going on, 
the time seems long to him, in a few seconds 
he is able to think so much that he can report 
for an entire hour on it. His thinking power 
is immensely increased. In almost all cases 
the past seems suddenly lighted up as if by a 
flash of lightning. All phases of fire pass be- 
fore the mind’s eye, nothing petty or unim- 
portant disturbing the retrospect. Then gen- 
tle soft tones sound in one’s ears and die away 
at last when unconsciousness sets in. One 
hears the fall of the body, but one does not 
feel it. Persons who have had several limbs 
broken by a fall do not know which limbs are 
affected till they try to rise. How can we 
explain this singular phenomenon?” says the 
professor. ‘“‘ Doubtless in such cases the ex- 
treme mental excitement plays a great part 
and we may reasonably assume that pain is as 
it were hypnotized thereby. At the moment of 
fall the whole intellectual activity is increased 
to an extraordinary degree. There is not a 
trace of anxiety. One considers quickly what 
will happen or may happen. This is by no 
means a consequence of presence of mind, it 
is rather a product of absolute necessity. A 
solemn composure takes possession of the 
victim. Death by fall is a beautiful one. 
Great thoughts fill the victims’ souls, they 
fall painlessly into a great blue sky. This 
death is terrible only to those who remain be- 
hind,”

STRONG POINTS MADE BY HIS LAW- 
YER IN HIS FAVOR, 


Censtant Letters from Mrs, De Stuers in 
Which He Was Always Most Affection- 
ately Addressed— Many Witnesses on His 
Side of the Case, Only a Cook and a But- 
ler on N The South Dakota Proceed- 
ings I lar—Special Dispatch from 
Sioux 3 Failure in Paris.

Pants, March 18.— During a recent call 
made at the Legation of Netherlands, No. 23 
Rue de Lubeck, the Chevalier de Stuers said 
he would rather not speak -himself on the,sub- 
ject of his divorce. He referred me to Henry 
Cachard, who has been his legal adviser in 
Paris. I saw Cachard and asked him whether 
he believed the Baron de Stuers capable of 
such conduct as was charged against him by 
Mme. de Stuers. Cachard replied: “ I have been 
in constant intercourse with De Stuers since 
the beginning of the case, and have attended 
the examination of all the witnesses on the 
continent,” I asked him: Do you believe 
from a legal point of view that Mme. de Stuere’ 
case was well founded?“ Cachard re- 
plied: “It seemed to us impossible 
that Mme. de Stuers should get 
adivorce. She had no testimony at all. The 
city where she lived was where she formerly 
had many strong and influential friends. The 
only two witnesses she caljed in Paris were 
the cook and the butler. To the cook she 
had given a gold watch and had ailowed him 
to make extravagant charges for provisions 
for the purpose of securing his testimony. 
This cook spent about 55,000 francs a year for 
provisions. The butler admitted on cross-ex- 
amination that he was an habitual drunkard 
and the judgment was therefore based on the 
exclusive testimony of Mme. de Stuers, which 
was not supported. Why, if M. de Stuers made a 
violent exhibition of ill-temper in the presence 
of others, did she not secure the testimony of 
trustworthy persons in support of her allega- 
tions? On the other hand De Stuers brings the 
testimony of upward of twenty wit- 
nesses, amongst whom are wem- 
bers of Mme. de Stuers’ family, such 
as Waldorf Astor and Mr. Carey, who 
“took side with M. deStuers. Mme. de Stuers 
has distorted events in sucha way as to accuse 
her husband of things she had done herself. 
For instance, she once threw a book kt her 
husband’s head in the presence of two per- 
sons. She testified on the stand that M. 
de Stuers was the one who had thrown a book 
at her. 

Did this com® as a surprise?“ 

There have been many surprises in this 


| case. The testimony disclosed a fact which 


forced De Stuers to amend his answer. It is 
usual for the court always to grant motions 
to amend answers for good cause shown. 
Here there could be no doubt about the just- 
ness ot De Stuers’ demands, Still the Judge 
refused it. Within a week the Judge 
forced us to trial, even before the original pa- 
pers, consisting of letters from Mme.deStuers, 
doctors’ certificates, and other important pa- 
pers arrived. Mme. de Stuers' correspondence 
with her husband stretches over a period of 
fifteen years when they were traveling or 
otherwise apart from each other. No woman 
would write her husband in such a loving and 
affectionate manner if he was cruel to her. 
In one letter she says: I ö feel much regret 
and remorse for all the times I have been 
cross with you.“ Inanothershe says: You 
cannot regret as much as I such scenes, 
and how much sorrow I feel for my 
naughtiness in 1884.“ On another océasion 
she writes: “I hope you will return 
Wednesday, for I will not conceal from you 
these eight days seem months.’ In 1885 she 
writes: ‘lam very sad at being separated 
from you, dear husband. How happy I shall 
be to see you again.’ The 10th of August, 
1885, she writes: My dear, dear husband, 
as I suppose that I shall be asleep when you 
arrive I wish to leave these words to tell you 
how happy I am to know that you are near 
me, 999 

Do the letters as time goes on become less 
affectionate ?”’

Mr. Cachard replied: “We have every 
confidence in an appeal, and it secms 
impossible that the judgment rendered in 
a case which has been 80 irregularly. tried 
and in whicha great part of the evidence 
of one of the parties was excluded should 
not be set aside inan appeal. Take 
Mrs, Stuers’ bona fide domicile at Sioux Falls, 
and 1 understand that she has already left 
South Dakota. Mr. Stuers’ attorney at Sioux 
Falis asked the plaintiff whether her object in 
getting a divotce was to marry Zborowski.“ 
The question was excluded. 

If your side be able to set aside these pro- 
ceedings would Stuers take divorce proceed- 
ings against his wife?’’ 

The reply was that he would prefer not to 
answer at present, as it might prejudice 
Stuers’ future action. In answer to the com- 
plaint that Mr. Stuers charged his wife with 
collusion for having offered a large sum of 
money to him if he would allow her to obtain 
a divorce without defending his side of the 
case the Judge again refused to allow evidence 
on this point to be taken.

She emphat- 
ivally declares that Stuers was always kind 
and full of attentions to his wife, and that, far 
from treating her badly, he acted towards her 
in the kindest and most forbearing manner.

As the directors had no other securities to 
meet the deficit, and as the capital of the con- 
cern umounted to only 6,000,000 francs, the 
bank would be placed in a very embarrassed 
condition when the time arrived for settling 
with the creditors.

Every particle of evidence 
has been thoroughly sifted, and according to 
some reports very important results have been 
arrived at. Itis supposed that the notifica- 
tion sent to the St. Petersburg po- 
lice that Nihilists in Paris are 
concocting a plot to assassinate 
the Czar wgs due to discoveries made during 
the search for the authors of the explosions 
here. The police have information that these 
outrages were the work of a band of four 
Anarchists. These men, who are all known 
to the police, have disappeared, but the best 
detectives in Paris are searching for 
them, and it is believed they will 
soon de in  ecustody. It is said 
that descriptions of these men have been sent 
to the frontier police ani the authorities at the 
various ports, and that it will be almost im- 
possible for them to leave the country. The 
police say that these four Anarchists did not 
act on their own responsibility in causing the 
explosions but that they acted under the orders 
of a fifth man, whose identity has not yet 
been clearly established.

| HOW TO END BOODLING. 

If the grand jury should indict a number of 
Aldermen, and they should be convicted and 
sent to Joliet, all decent people would be 
gratified. but boodling would not be extin- 
guished thereby. Bribe-taking Aldermen 
would be more careful, or would charge a lu- 
tle more for ordinances, to cover the increased 
risk. The men who were caught in 1871 did 
bé@siness in the clumsiest way imaginable. 
Their successors profited by their example. 
As long as there are “respectable citizens 
who refuse flatly to bother themselves about 
the means by Which ordinances are passed, 
provided they ttink they can make money 
out of them, so loug will franchises be bought 
and sold by corrupt Aldermen. When there 
isa market for stolen goods, goods Swill be 
stolen. One thing which is needed greatly in 
this city is a Society for the Reformation of 
Respectable Citizens. 

Ine best way to suppress boodlingis to 
ceuse electing boodlers. That is something 
which¢he people can do for themselves with- 
out the assistance of the officers of the law. 
To elect a dishonest man to office, knowing 
that he is dishonest, or will be so if he gets a 
chance, and then to call on the grand jury to 
indict him and the courts to convict him, does 
seem a little absurd. How much better it 
would have been to chooge some other man! 

Sixteen years ago the people of this city 
showed that they could elect honest men when 
they chose. The Reform Council of 1876 was 
overwhelmingly honest. The number of 
wards which preferred to send bad men was 
very small. For over a year there was no 
boodling and no selling of franchises. ‘Then 
little by little the people lost their interest. 
The honest men dropped out and the thieves 
came in. 

If the people of Chicago have as much civic 
virtue now as they had in 1876 the great ma- 
jority of the Aldermen whom they have to 
elect next month will be honest men, If the 
people do not want honest men assuredly 
they will not get them. 

By the new Election law the importance of 
a political nomination for the office of Alder- 
man is much lessened. There is a good chance 
now fordecent men, even though they do not 
have the stamp of primary regularity on them. 
But if the people prefer to vote for a rascal 
because he was formally nominated by Demo- 
crats or Republicans rather than for an honest 
man who has no politics they will have to have 
their way and boodling will continue, whether 
the grand jury does much or little. The best 
place to deal with dishonest Aldermen is at 
the polls on the 5th of April. 


REGISTER TUESDAY. 

Next Tuesday is the only day of registration 
for the forthcoming municipal election. The 
election judges will sit as a registration 
board on that day at the various polling 
places, and will hear the applications of new 
voters to be registered. Those who were reg- 
istered last November and who have not since 
changed their places of residence need not 

trouble themselves about the matter. Their 
names will be continued on the registry. But 
those who have come of age since or who will 
come of age on or before electiun-day, or who 
have taken up their residences in the prerinct 
since the date of the last election, or whose 
names are not now on the list but who are cit- 
izens ought to register next Tuesday. 

It should be borne in mind that those en- 
titled to vote if they register, but who will not 
register, are liable to jury duty in preference 
to all other citizens. The law so provides, as 
those gentlemen of elegant leisure who failed 
to vote last fall have found to their cost. 

The registry boards will be in session from 
8 o’clock a. m. to 9 o’clock p. m. It wil take 
only a few minutes to register. Those good 
citizens who are now so much disturbed about 
corruption in the Council ought to attend to 
their duty, that they may aid in the election of 
honest Aldermen.

OZONIZED WATER. 

In its issues of Feb. 21 and 28 and March 6 
Tan Trisune called editorial attention to the 
claims recently made in regard to the value 
of ozone for the cure of diseases caused by 
bacteria, and stated some of the facts known 
about this mysterious agent. An invitation 
was also extended to leading physicians and 
chem ists to tell what they know of the matter 
that would be of interest to the public. A 
few of them stated some facts and expressed 
opinions, but it is evident that the topic is a 
strange one even to the great mass of edu- 
cated persons. The disposition is rather to 
ask questions than to answer them. Tan 
Tano has been requested to tell if ozone 
has not some bad qualities as well as good 
ones, and to state what is the *‘ peroxide of 
hydrogen, which has been mentioned in con- 
nection with it as a cure for disease. 

There is no doubt that ozone can be detri- 
mental to the human frame. Experiments 
made by Dr. Redfern of Belfast show that 
oxygen which contains only one part in 240 of 
ozone is rapidiy fatal to all animals inhaling 
it, Air that contains ozone in great excess of 
the normal proportion has an intensely irrita- 
ting action upon the lungs. It congests them, 
distends the right side of the heart with 
blood, lessens the strength of its pulsations, 
lowers the temperature several degrees, and 
reduces the blood to a venous condition in- 
stead of reddening it by oxidation, as might 
have been expected. But these facts prove noth- 
ing against the value of ozone as a remedial 
agent when properly used. On the con- 
trary, they point to it asa highly energetic 


substance which may be made to 
do human beings a great service. 
As previously stated, it works this 


advantage by means of its intense affinity 
for the albuminoids, and as the bacteria are 
ali believed to be composed of albumen they 
may be killed off by it while the larger organ- 
ism need experience nothing more unpleasant 
than a moderate irritation of the tissues on 
which the bacteria have flourished. 

The chemical unit of pure water is Com posed 
of two molecules of hydrogen combined with 
one of oxygen. The addition of another mole- 
eule of oxygen in chemical union (not merely 
mechanical admixture) gives a liquid which 
has been variously calied oxygenated water, 
per®xide of hydrogen, and hydrogen dioxide. 
It may also be regarded as ozonized water, 
since the added oxygen seems to act 
as if u. were ‘ozone, the latter being 
defined as sithply a different arrangement of 
the atoms composing the former, That is, 
six atoms of tha one substance may combine 
either to form two molecules of ozone or 
three molecules of ordinary oxygen. This 
fluid is produced in small quantity where 
water is decomposed by the electric current, 
A portion of the water is thus oxidized, and 
the liquid may be obtained in more concen- 
trated form by evaporation in vacuo over sul- 
phuric acid. The oxygenated water is also 
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century ago. 
Some ot the chemists deny that ozone pos- 
sesses valuable antiseptic properties, but they 


concede them to ita compound with water, the 
latter thus being regarded as much the more 
useful of the two. It is employed in the hos- 
pitals aa a wash or spray for surfaces which 
from action by the 
air which is afforded by the skin; that is, for 
whut are sometimes designated as “raw” 
surfaces. [tis also recommended, and has 
deen used to some extent, internally, being 
vaporized when desired to be introduced into 
the lungs or the air passages above them. It 
seems strange that the dioxide has not been 
more extensively employed in this way, see- 
ing that moxt of those wno have resorted to 
it appear * bays derived great benefit there- 
by. 


FOOL-SELLING AT THE RACES, 

Ths city authorities have been making a 
vigurous and praiseworthy war on the pool- 
rooms and the bucket-shops. The more ener- 
getically they carry it on the better pleased 
the people will be. Yetin spite of the man- 
ner in which these places are dealt with it is 
announced that the racing season will begin 
in this city the Ist of May, that the bookmak- 
ers will be at their post at the tracks, and that 
all individur ls who wish to bet their money or 
that of their employers on horses will have an 
opportunity to do so. 

Last December the Council, being in a virtu- 
ous mood, passed an ordinance that — 

All betting, wagering, speculating, pool-selling, 
or bookmaking upon any horse, race or races or 
the result thereof, and all gambling and games of 
chance of every nature whatsoever, within or 
upon any and all race-tracks and race-courses or 
in any building or buildings witnin any race 
track or race-course within the limits of the City 
of Chicago, is hereby prohibited. 

By another section a penalty of not less than 
one hundred nor more than two hundred 
dollars can te imposed for each offense. The 
men who manage the Chicago race-tracks 
seem to be proteeding on the assumption that 
no attempt will be made to enforce the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. Tus Inu be- 
heves that they are mistaken inthis. It has 
no idea that the authorities will punish 
gambling down-town and refuse to stop it be- 
cause it is carried on on race-tracks. The 
records of the Police and Criminal Courts 
bear evidence to the demoralizing influence of 
pool-selling at races, whether carried on at a 
** gentlemen’s track or at one run without 
concealment or pretense for purely gambling 
purposes. 

It would not be amiss, therefore, for the 
authorities to notify the persons who have the 
control of the West and South Side tracks that 
positively no gambling will be allowed on 
their premises. It has been stated by some of 
them that the mioney which they get from the 
bookmakers forms so large a part of their re- 
ceipts that if they lose it they cannot afford to 
give races. That is, unless the speculative, 
gambli:g instincts of the community are ap- 
pealed to no horses will be run. Then let the 
races slide. Those who have been in the 
habit of seeking a dangerous pleasure at Wash- 
ington or Garfield Park must amuse them- 
selves somewhere else, 

It is better for the authorities to declare 
their position now than for them to wait till 
the day comes for the racing to begin. If 
they delay that long the managers of the 
tracks will plead that they have made all their 
arrangements, have sold their privileges, and 
that it would be an act of bad faith to enforce 
the ordinance, .They will bring a strong 
pressure to bear, and it may be hard to re- 
sist it. 


CLEAN UP THE CITY. 

For the nine months ending with last De- 
cember the street cleaning work of this city 
cost $218,047; and the Health Department ex- 
pended $301,386 in its scavenger service during 
the whole of last year. The cost of the two 
was at the rate of $592,000 per annum, or about 
50 cents for every man, woman, and child in 
the city. And what have we to show for it? A 
lot of dirty streets and hundreds of alleys 
which are fairly choked with garbage and 
other kinds of filth, The funds appropriated 
for the task were perhaps insufficient for its 
full performance had the work paid for been 
honestly done, but with political pulls behina 
the contractors and the employment of labor- 
ers, many of whom exert themselves as little 
as possible, not haif the work paid for has 
been performed. 

By far the greater part of the material in 
the alleys, and no small portion of that in the 
streets, the remov@l of which is paid for by 
the citizens, is placed there in defiance of mu- 
nicipal law. The ordinances forbid any one 
to put any waste substance upon the streets, 
alleys, sidewalks, or vacant lots. They impose 
upon every resident or tenant of home, store, 
and workshop the duty of providing covered 
receptacles for waste matter, which must be 
placed therein, and of separating ashes and 
dust from other forms of dirt or filth. But 
these ordinances are dead letters. They are 
openly violated by the people, the authorities 
do not insist upon their observance, and after 
a portion of the objectionable stuff has been 
gathered at great expense in proportion to 
the work done it is not always disposed of as 
it ought to be. 

In the hope of being able to remedy this, 
and some other grave abuses, a number of 
prominent women in this city have organized 
the Municipal Order League.“ They an- 
nounce as their chief object the cleaning of 
the streets of Chicago before the World’s 
Fair and keeping them clean afterwards. 
They have issued a call for a mass-meeting at 
Central Music Hall next Sunday afternoon, 
March 27, at which Mayor Washburne, Com- 
missioner Aldrich, Chief of Police Mo- 
Claughry, Judge Gresham, and other influen- 
tial citizens will discuss the subject, the move- 
ment thus having assured to it the active co- 
operation of the municipal authorities, It is 
hoped at that meeting to awaken a public in- 
terest in the work, and thus to effect a large 
increase in the membership of the so- 
ciety. The dues have been fixed at only 
one dollar per year, a sum which can 
easily be spared by each one of many thou- 
sands of women who desire to be clean in 
their surroundings as weil as personally; and 
this result achieved, one-half of the task will 
have been practically accomplished. For the 
leading idea is that each citizen shall, him or 
her self, reform in the disposal of garbage 
and other waste, and labor to induce others in 
the immediate neighborhood to do 80. This 
would reduce to a minimuin the quantity of 
objectionable material to be taken care of by 
the scavengers and permit a more thorough 
supervision of their work. The latter would 
not then be able to skulk behind the plea that 
the task is beyond their powers and that it is 
useless to try to keep the city clean. The 
organization would take an interest in seeing 
that the work was properly done, or the job of 
doing it be confided to some one else. Rath 

The address delivered by Miss Ada Sweet, 
to whom is largely due this desirable reform 
movement, at the preliminary meeting out- 
lines the proposed line of action. It was pub- 
lished in full in Tus Taisune of Saturday 
and should be read by every woman in the 
city. It is stated to be the intention to estab- 
lish in all parts of Chicago improvement 
clubs and street-cleaning aid societies. It is 
intended «to Squared * 
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be honestly earned by those who receive it. 

Here is a reform movement in which every 
well-disposed citizen can join,and with a reason- 
able assurance of being able to set it in opera- 
tion in the interests of economy as well as of 
cleanliness, And work in this direction will 
tend to purify other departments of the inunic- 
ipal service. It will expose those corrup- 
tionists who art behind the scenes and draw 
money from the taxpayers not only on scaven- 


ger work but through ever other channel that 


is open to their grab game, If the hold of 
these leeches be severed from one department 
it will thereby be relaxed on the rest. The 
meeting of next Sunday afternoon should be 
fully attended, and it would do no harm for 
those who wish to attend to previously show 
their sympathy with the movement by for. 
mally joining the organization. 


MANY CANDIDATES TO CHOOSE FROM. 

In twenty-eight of the thirty-four wards of 
Chicago there are from three to five candidates 
for each Aldermanic vacancy, In each of the 
other six there are two candidates. There is. 
therefore, plenty of material from which the 
voters may select suitable representatives. In 
some of the wards party candidates fall 
lamentaply short of the requirements of the 
occasion, but in nearly all those wards the 
citizens have taken action, nominating excel- 
lent men, by petition in a@cordance with the 
provisions of the Australian ballot law. 
There will, therefore, be an excellent oppor- 
tunity to improve the personnel of the Coun- 
cil, It is to be noted also that in many of the 
wards some of the worst members of the 
present Council gang have been retired by the 
party voters at the primaries. It has not 
always happened, however, that much better 
men have been chosen. Twoor three useful 
Aidermen on the Democratic side have failed 
of renomination, This Has not been the case 
on the Republican side—with perhaps a single 
exception. Those who have been retired for 
the most part will not be missed except by the 
boodle gang, to whom the retiring members 
rendered assistance on many an occasion, 

But taking the situation as a whole it can be 
truthfully said that it will be the fault of the 
mass of the voters if the next Council is not a 
great improvement on the last one. The Aus- 
tralian ballot system, through its secrecy, in- 
expensiveness, and the facilities which it of- 
fers for independent action, can be utilized to 
promote the interests of the vity and honest 
municipal legislation. 

There oyght to be some concert of action 
among good citizens irrespective of party. 
Politics should cut no figure in the business. 
The present Council is largely Democratic. It 
may remain so. But there is no politics in 
the Council, Boodle is thé dividing line. The 
honest citizen should. vote for good men irre- 
spective of party, and they will have ampie 
opportunity to do 80 this spring. 


| BIMETALLIC CONFERENCE. 

The March number of the North American 
Review contains an interesting article by the 
Hon. William M. Springer on the proposed 
international money conference. He suggests 
that such a Congress ought to be held in Chi- 
cago during the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion, and that its object and duty should be to 
formulate and submit, for the approval of the 
governinents senditig representatives thereto, 
uniform systems and nomenclatures of coin- 
age, weights, and measures, The money ques- 
tion is not the only important one, and the 
Fair will demonstrate the desirability of com- 
mon bases or standards of weight and capacity 
as well as of value. The values, weights, 


and measures of the products and 
other articles of different countries 
‘displayed in the different buildings 


will be stated in such different terms as 
to make intelligent comparisons difficult, 1f 
not impossible, towthe great majority of those 
who will view the exhibit. The products will 
in most cases be familiar objects, but to com- 
pare them in price and quantity with the 
products of other countries will require more 
intelligence than is possessed by any one man. 
If out of €his chaos of diversity should come 
systeins of uniformity by which all commer- 
cial transactions could be expressed in the 
same terms, the Exposition would prove to be 
the most important ever held, and the benefits 
to mankind be as enduring as time itself. An 
earnest effort in this direction on the part of 
the United States and all the other govern- 
ments participating in the display would be 
productive of a good result, if not the com- 
plete success of this much-needed reform. 
Congress should at once make proper pro- 
vision for the holding of such a conference, 
and authorize the President of the United 
States to invite the governments with which 
we have diplomatic relations to send repre- 


sentatives to it. He should be instructed to 


inform them that this government desires 
such uniformity so as to facilitate exchanges 
of commodities and simplify monetary trans- 
actions, and that it especially desires an in- 
ternational agreement as to the relation 
which should be maintained between gold 
and silver, and the adoption of a coin or coins 
that would be current at the same value in all 
countries of the world. He should be in- 
structed also to inform them that this govern- 
ment would await with deepest concern the 
conclusions to be reached by the conference, 
but that if none be arrived at meeting the ap- 
probation of this country the United States 
will then be free to adopt such measures as 
may be most conqusive to the welfare of its 
people. 

Mr. Springer says it 1s universally conceded 
that no free-coinage bill can become a law 
during this Congress, and the next Congress 
will not assemble in regular session till De- 
cember of 1898. The callmg of an inter- 
national conference in the meantime and the 
discussion it would provoke must result in the 
greatest possible good to this and all other 
countries. It would not end in suppressing 
silver as a political issue, but make it a great 
national and international question, to be set- 
tled at the earliest time practicable and upon 
lines as broad as possible. With an inter- 
national agreement and uniformity all appre- 
hensions for the future would be dispelled, 
and there would be perfect security as to the 
value of each of the metals in all parts of the 
world and for all time to come. If the con- 


ference should fail to reach a conclusion ac- 


ceptable to us, the people of this country will 
have been so enlightened by the discussion 
that when our Congress assembles in Decem- 
ber of next year it can enter on the discussion 
of tne subject with the light of. the century 
thrown upon it. 

The international conferences on the sub- 
ject of coinage held in Paris in 1878 and 1881 
and in Washington in January, 1891, were not 
without beneficial results, though they did not 
bring about the objects contemplated. Un 
doubtedly more important results would 
followed if instead of smail conferences each 


— 


to tnem it would not be many years before 
all the other nations of the earth had adopted 
the same system. In any event, success will 
never be attained unless great and earnest 
effurts are made in that direction, while if 
such agreeinents were made and received the 
approval of the great commercial nations this 
achievernent would be the crowning glory of 
the nineteenth century. 


IS MARS TALKING AT us! 

One of the boldest of the many bold sug- 
gestions that have bee: thrown out by imag- 
inative writers in the last few years is a recent 
one by Flammarion, the French astronomer. 
It is in reference to a proposal made some 
months since to encourage the formulation of 
a plan for opening up communication between 
the inhabitants of earth and those of some 
other world.. He. argues that as, the planet 
Mars is several million years older in point of 
development than is our world its people are 
further advanced in the scale of intellectual 
progress than we are, and that they may have 
been making signals to us for the last hundred 
thousand years or so without our being aware 
of the fact. 

The reasons for the deduction may be brief- 
ly state i. Even without supposing, accurd- 
ing to the Kant-Laplace theory, that Mars was 
thrown off from a ring of nebulous matter 
much earlier than thé earth, he must have 
cooled down more rapidly because of his 


smaller bulk, his diameter being less than 


5,000 miles. This reasoning is supported by 
the ascertained facts that his atmosphere is 
far less dense than ours, and his land and 
water surfaces are nearly equal, while with us 
the proportion is nearly one to three. It is 
inferred that both oceans and atmospheres 
have diminished on that planet much more 
than the 2 per cent credited by some with hav- 
ing disappeared from the earth since the be- 
ginning of geologie histoxy, On Mars the 
successive phases of planet fife have been 
condensed into a shorter time than is the case 
withus. Its people are therefore nearer the 
maximum of possible development, if they 
have not long since passed it, and all anima- 
tion will have disappeared there when our 
earth is still the theater of intensely active vi- 
tality. Hence it may be inferred that the 
most highly organized inhabitants of Mars 
long siace thought of the inter-planetary com- 
munication scheme, which is yet a novelty 
witb us, and have during many centuries been 
vainly trying to make us aware of the fact. If 
they really have been doing so they have acted 
in the most simply suggestive way possible. 

Flammarion says that in the newly con- 
structed maps of Mars there are observable in 
several places small dots, by the side of which 
the astronomer notes the presence of lumi- 
nous spota that shine like snow under the rays 
of the sun. It is not probable that these spots 
are due to the presence of snow, since some 
are situated near the equator while others are 
in high latitudes. Nor can they be mountain 
peaks, for they are close to the seas, and 
symmetrically disposed with reference to cer- 
tain rectilinear canals. Furthermore, several 
among them appear to mark parallels of 
latitude and meridians, and in examining 
them one is inevitably reminded of geodet i- 
cal signs. The close observer can distinctly 
trace triangles, squares, and rectangles 
formed by these luminous spots. 

Improbable as the inference may seem to 
be, it is likely that several of the astronomical 
observers who cannot think of anything bet- 
ter to do with their telestopes will subject 
these spots to patient scrutiny, and record 
what they see for comparison with appear- 
ances in the future, when some of these spots 
will have changed their positions if they be 
really the result of intelligent design. If 
methadical changes be discovered in the 
course of a few years, or even centuries, it 
will be hard to resist the conclusion that the 
guess of the Parisian writer is a correct one, 
and then will begin the effort to reciprocate. 
Evidently this will be much the worse job of 
the two, on account of our relative posi- 
tion. We can best make out the smaller 
details on the surface of Mars when near- 
est to him, he being then in opposi- 
tion to the sun. But at that time we 
are buried in the sunlight, as seen from the 
planet,. and the aistance must be at least 
doublea in order to carry the earth sufficiently 
far away, angularly, to permit a distinct view 
from our neighbor in space. That is, each of 
the luminous mounds constructed by us must 
have twice the diameter or four times the area 
of those on Mars in order to be visible with 
equal distinctness if the optical power em- 
ployed be the sameineach case, If, however, 
it be supposed possible that the Martial folks 
have learned how to construct telescopes 
which are correspondingly more powerful 
than the best we have, that difficulty vanishes 
in theory, But who is going to know this? 
And how long will it be ere the fact is estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the most curious 
among mortals? 

In any event it must be very many years be- 
fote the actual exchange of signals between 
ourselves and the inhabitants of Mars can be- 
come a fact, if at all. Perhaps it will be so 
many centuries that by the time we are pre- 
pared to talk to them the Adhemar flood 
will come sweeping down upon us from the 
Southern Hemisphere, and leave all the work 
to be done over again in new lands elevated 
from beneath the present ocean level on the 
other side of the equator. Perhaps, which 1s 
far the most likely, doomsday itself will come 
before this latest scientific dream becomes a 
waking reality. But it is not wise now to say 
such a thing can never be accomplished. That 
sort of confident talk is not now in order as it 
was in past ages when men knew far less than 
they do now. 


KUNZ AND HIS TICKET. 

Ald. Stanley H. Kunz, whois able to flour- 
ish wads of money ”’ in the faces of his Coun- 
cil associates, although he has no visible 
means of support except occasional wads”’ 
of the kind he “ flourishes,” seems to be the 
Warwick of the West Side Democracy. Mr. 
Kunz modestly tells how he “swung his Six- 
teenth Ward delegation” in the Democratic 
town convention so as to secure the nomina- 
tion of friends for Assessor and Collector. An 
associate Alderman who tried to secure one of 
the nominations for another man corroborates 
Kunz, thus establishing the truth of his mod- 
est claims that he is the West Town Dane 
cratic boss.

Tun Geographical Society of Paris has is- 
sued a bulletin written by M. Jules Marcou, 
describing the latest researches into the origin 
It is about seven- 
teen years since that gentleman gave to the 
world his first noteworthy paper on the sub- 
ject, and since then he has accumulated other 
material, all of which he claims points to the 
conclusion that there is no warrant for the 
generally received notion that the word is de- 
rived from the Christian name of Amerigo 
Vespucci. He makes the following ‘points: 
1. Amerique is the Indian name forthe mount- 
ains between Juigalpa and Libertad, in the 
Province of Chontales, which separates Lake 
Nicaragua from the Mosquito coast. 2. The 
Christian name of Vespucci was indefinite. In 
Italy it was Alberio, the same in Spain, and in 
Latin it is Albericcus. It is subject to many 
variations under different circumstances, as 
shown ‘in the nomenclature of Italian and 
Spanish saints. But in neither of them is 
there any such variation as Americus, Amer- 
rigo, Amerigo, or Almerigo, and none of these 
is either a diminutive or variation in use in 
Italy, Spain, or France for Alberizo or Al- 
bert. 3. It is not to be found in any printed 
document or manuscript of incontestable au- 
thority dating before 1507, when the namo 
was published by Jean Basin of Did. Further 
there is no doubt that Columbus and Vespucci 


went along the Mosquito coast at the foot of 


the Sierra Amerique, and that the 
name was reported by the officers and 
men of those expeditions. In 1515 Schoe- 
ner, the geographer, declared that the 
name was already popular in Europe. 
How far the deduction by Marcou is entitled 
to respect may be difficult tosay. But it 
ought not to be forgotten that the memoir by 
Vespucci was published at Strasburg in 1505, 
which was some two years previous to the first 
of these dates. It may also be of interest to 
note in this connection that a New England 
investigator suggests the word America must 
have been derived from the name of Eric, 
who came to this country five centuries before 
Columbus voyaged hither. He thinks the 
m sound was prefixed to the name by the 


natives as a matter of doubt or hesitation, 


and the presen e of the initial and final a can 
be accounted for by one person as easily as 
by another. 


Tun Council passed in 1882 an ordinance 
giving to the Sectional Underground company 
the right to lay conduits to contain wires for 
the transmission of electricity for lighting and 
other purposes. The ordinarice covered the 
entire city and the grant was for twenty-five 
years. Any electrical company can rent space 
in these conduits. If the rent charged seems 
too high, it is provided that the matter shall 
be settled by arbitration. This company has 
laid conduits, especially in the business dis- 
tricts, 

There is pending now in the Council, and 
will probably come up for consideration to- 
morrow, an ordinance giving another com- 
pany the right to lay conduits and run wires 


for the transmission of electricity in all that 


part of the city south of the main river and 
West Kinzie street. That takes in the entire 
business district, which is the most desirable 
field for the operations of a new concern, 
Should this ordinance pass there will be an- 
other tearing up of streets in that part of the 
city where it is most essential that they should 
be disturbed as little as possible. It will be 
impossible to keep them clean or in decent 


condition, this year or next, if this process of | 


ripping up is to know no end. In a little over 
thirteen months from now the Exposition will 
be opened. The intermediate time should be 
spent in putting the city in order, not in dis- 
order. 

It is difficult to see why there \ should be two 
sets of conduits, especially in streets which 
are already nearly filled up with’ gas and 
water mains and pipes of ali kinds. Under 
the circumstances the Council can afford to 
let this ordinance drop. 


Tue Chief Engimeer of the Sanitary District’ 
has prepared and submitted his specifications 
for the excavation between Willow Springs 
and Lockport, a distance of sixteen miles. 
They provide for a channel through the rock 
with a width of 160 feet at the bottom and of 

sufficient depth to give eighteen feet of water. 

But there is nothing in these specifications, 
nor in the feports of the engineer, to show 
where the eighteen feet of water are to come 
from. He is providing room for a flow of 
600,000 cubic feet of lake water per minute, 
but not a hint as to how that quantity of water 
is to be taken from the lake and poured into 
the drainage channel. Nor does any one of 
the Drainage Trustees venture to explain. Nor 
does any one of the papers which are in favor 
of the double-capacity rock-cut. One of 
them when asked to throw some light on this 
subject responded that the lake had an abun- 
dance of water and could spare 600,000 cubic 
feet. But it did not state, for it cannot, how 
that quantity of water is to be taken through 
the Sanitary District into the drainage chan- 
nel, 

No other organ has ventured to say a word 
on the subject. The problem is too hard for 
them to solve. And yet they and the Trustees 
they support insist on wasting ten millions on 
a rock-cut of useless size. Those same papers 
which are demanding the indictment of Alder.

who intend to squander ten millions or more 
of the taxpayers’ money.

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SEVERAL SCHEMES WAITING FOR 
AN OPPORTUNITY. 


Matters Going On in Chicago Gas Which 
Must Soon Be Given to the Public—Pos- 
sible Relationship Between the Stieaney 
System and the Reading Deal—The Rich- 
mond Terminal Reorganization Like the 


New Tonk, March 19.—[Special.]—The 
stock market continues dull — to the 
point of stupidity. Less than half a dozen 
stocks show any life, and there is precious lit- 
tle in their movements to encourage either bull 
or bear speculation. It seems just now to be 
a Waiting time in Wall street. I happen to 
know of half a dozen important schemes, with 
important Chicago relationships, that are 
waiting upon stock market opportunity for 
exploitation. 

In Chicago Gas there are important go- 
ings on which may not much longer 
be screened from the public. No new iuterest 
appears in the rights offered to Chicago 
Gas stockholders providmg an option to 
subscribe to Indiana Natural Gas bonds 
and thereby receive a quantity of Natural 
Gas stock as a bonus. So far there is not 
any show of effort by insiders to make these 
richts“ either active or of market value, 
though in the “rights” is an opportunity to 
get a 6 per cent bond at 75. Ordinarily such an 
opportunity would have an attractivenéss that 
could not fail to insure market activity; but 
apparently the most powerful interests identi- 
fied with the Chicago gas situation are care- 
less of their quotations. Wall street has a 
theory that the rights have not been offered 
to be valuable, but rather to head off snarls 
and criticisin which might otherwise come 
later if all stockholders of the gas company 
were not offered equal opportunities to share 
in the natural gas purchase. 

An important Wall street financier who is 
known to be close to the inside of the gas deal 
said today: Natural gas is certain to be in 

early next fall. The In- 

company is now in most 

hands, and besides having 

an abundance of means, it has also an abwn- 

dance of gas to furnish to towns in the neigh- 

borhood of the gas fields. Kokomo will re- 

ceive gas about June 1. and active efforts will 

be made to put it in Logansport, Peru, and 

other places this year. The syndicate of gas 

companies which has relied on pettifogging 

means to delay this industry will henceforth 

be made to feel the recent change of owner- 
ship.“ a 

Stickney System and the Reading Deal. 


I telegraphed last week of the possible rela- 
tionship pending between the Stickney system 
and the people in the Reading deal. General 
Manager usenbark, however, is quoted 
in dispatches published here, as saying that 
no deal has as yet been completed, though he 
admits that revelations may come hereafter. 
Precisely and incidet.tally there may be inter- 
est iu the fact that important Wall street in- 
terests not hitherto closely allied with a Chi- 
cago, St. Paul and Kansas City road are con- 
sidering plans which will take them and large 
amounts of capital into the property; and in 
the scope of the new program is e™braced a 
scheine for listing Stickney securities upon 
the New York Stock Exchange, and some 
of them piobably in London. This is 
a secret which some people in Wall street 
are trying to guard carefully, and has to do 
with what is predicted will be a great deal of 
far-reaching consequence in the Western rail- 
way field, 

Another railway property whose shares will 
soon be quoted on the New York Stock Ex- 
change is the Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas 
City railroad, in which there are important 
Chicago holdings. The earnings of this com- 
pany are phenomenally large, the legitimate 
outgrowtb of a careful, aggressive, and honest 
management. One Chicago millionaire, who 
has within the last month obtained an interest 
in this company’s common stock, tells me 
that he expects to double the amount of his 
investment within the next twelve months, 

Condensed Air in Wall Street. 

Chicago’s smoke-abating scheme, the 810, 
000,000 franchise, is attracting attention here. 
Half a dozen conspicuous Wall street firms 
are declared to be directly or indirectly iden- 
tified with the scheme, though in every in- 
stance there is a refusal to acknowledge it. 
Chicago gas trust people at this end of the 
line profess to be wholly ignorant of the 
scheme and are pooh-poohing it so far as it 
is credited with bearing on their property 
and plans. Several smoke abating schemes 
are discoverable here, independent of that 
which recently was able to railroad its fran- 
chises through the Chicago City Council, and 
some of these independent schemes will be 
heard of in Chicago soon. 

I had a suggestive conversation today with 
Alliston Gerry, one of the coolest-headed - busi- 
ness-men in Wall street, whe is evidently con- 
vinced that it is feasible to furnish both heat 
and power without suffocatung a whole city 
with smoke, and I suspect that he is looking 
into some suvh enterprise to be ready in time 
for operation at the World’s Fair. Hedid not 
say quite this much to me, but evidently he 
has something tangible in view. 

Richmond Terminal Like the Atohison. 


The Richmond Terminal reorganization 
plan, officially announced this week, seems to 
begin independent of stock market quota- 
tions for Richmond Terminal securities, for 
quotations have declined somewhat, and there 
is nowhere any evidence of inside plans to put 
them up. The scheme has the backing of 
what is probably the most powerful syndicate 
represented in any recent similar scheme. 
There are a good many points of resemblance 
between this Richmond Terminal plan and 
the Atchison one. When the latter first 
came out everybody predicted its 
certain failure. Similar predictions are 
heard now about Richmond Terminal. The 
Atchison’s plan was not made an immediate 
subject for stock market hurrahs; neither is 
the Terminal. Those most largely interested 
in Atchison seemed to have an eye upon the 
final fects rather thau upon quick turns in 
the market. Apparentlyit is just so in the 
present case, and there is a curious similarity 
in the mileage liabilities, earnings and fixed 
charges of the two systems at the time of 
their respective reorganizations. ‘Ihe col- 
lateral trust bonds of the Atchison company 
stood in precidely the same relation to the 
securities cove therebv, as the Richmond 
Terminal stands to the securities covered by 
its collateral trust funds and preferred stock. 

The complications of the Atchison system, 
with ité forty different organizations and great 
variety of securities, were certainly as serious 
as the complications of the Richmond Termi- 
nal, with an equal number of organizations 
and as great a variety of securities, are today, 
and there is no reason t we can discover 
why the Richmond Terminal reorganization 
should not be as successful now as the Atchi- 

n was two years ago.

THEY LIVE LIVES OF FEAR. 


Animals That Spend Their Whole Time 
Hiding from Their Knemies. 

Indianapolis News: As I sat looking from 
my window the other morning upon a red 
squirrel gathering hickory nuts from a small 
hickory and storing them up in his den in the 
bank I was forcibly reminded of the state of 
constant fear and apprehension in which the 
wild creatures live, and I tried to picture to 
myself what life would be to me, or to any of 
us, hedged about with many dangers, real or 
imaginary. 

The squirrel would shoot up the tree, mak- 
ing only a brown streak from the bottom to 
the top; would seize his put and rush down 
again in the most precipitate manner. Half 
way to his den, which was not over three rods 
distant, he would rush up the trunk of another 
tree for a few yards to make an observation. 
No,danger being near, he would dive into his 
den and reappear again in ‘a twinkling. 

Never did he fail during the half hour or 
more that I watched him to take an observa- 
tion on his way both to and from his nest. It 
was “snatch and run with him. Something 
seemed to say to him all the time: Look 
out? look out!” The cat!“ “the hawk!” 
the owl!“ “ the boy with the gun!“ 

It was a bleak December morning; the first 
fine flakes of a cold, driving snow storm were 
just beginning to sift down, and the squirrel 
was eager to finish harvesting his nuts in 
time. lt was quite touching to see how hur- 
ried and anxious and nervous he was, I felt 
like going out and lending a hand. The nuts 
were small, poor pig nuts, and 1 thought of all 
the gnawing he would have to do to get at the 
scanty meat they held. My little boy took 
pity on a squirrel that lived in the wall near 
the gate and cracked the nuts for him and 
placed them upon a small board shelf in the 
tree where he could sit and eat them at his 
ease. 

The red squirrel is not so provident as the 
chipmunk. He lays up no stores regularly, 
but by fits and starts; he never has enough 
put up to carry him over the winter; hence he 
is more or less active all the season. Long 
before the December snow the chipmunk has 
for days been making hourly trips to his den 
with full pockets of nuts, or corn, or buck- 
wheat, till his bin holds enough to carry him 
through to April. He need not, and I believe 
does not set foot out of doors duringthe whole 
winter. Butthe red squirrel trusts more to 
luck. As alert ana watchful as the red squir- 
rel is, he is frequently caught by the cat. My 
Nig, as black as ebony, knows well the taste of 
his flesh. I have known him to be caught by 
the blacksnake and successfully swallowed. 
The snake, no doubt, lay in ambush for him, 

This fear, this ever-present source of danger 
of the wild creatures we know little about. 
Probably the only person in the civilized 


countries who is no better off than the ani- 


mals in this respect is the Czar of Russia. He 
would not even dare gather nuts as openly us 
my squirrel. A blacker and more terrible cat 
than Nig would be lying in wait for him and 
would make a meal of him. The early set- 
tlers in this country must have experienced 
something of this dread of apprehension 
from the 1 Many African tribes now 
live in the same state of constant fear of the 
slave catchers or other hostile tribes. Our 
ancestors, back in geologic times, must have 
known fear as a constant feeling. Hence the 
prominence of fear in infants and children 
when compared with thé youth of the grown 
person. Babies are nearly always afraid of 
strangers. 

In tne domestic animals also fear is much 
more active in the young than in the old. 
Nearly every farmgboy has seen acalf but a 
day or two old, which its mother has secreted 
in the woods or in a remote field, charge upon 
him furiously with a wild bleat when first dis- 
covered. After this first ebullition of fear it 
usually settles down intò the tame humdrum 
of its bovine elders, Eternal vigilance is the 
price of life with most of the wild creatures. 

The ’coon is probably the most courageous 
creature among our familiar wild animals. 
Who ever saw a ’coon show the white feather? 
He will face any odds with perfect composure, 
I have seen a ’coon upon the ground, beset by 
four men and two dogs, and never for a mo- 
ment lose his presence of mind, or show a 
sign of fear. We were trying to capture him 
alive, and, after much maneuvering, suc- 
ceeded. I seized him by the tail while he was 
occupied with the dogs in the front and car- 
ried him to a barrel which had been got ready. 
The raccoon is clear grit. 

The fox is a very wild and suspicious creat- 
ure, but, curiously enough, when you sudden- 
ly come face to face with him, when he is held 
by a trap or driven by the hound, his expres- 
sion isnot thatof fear, but of shame and 
guilt. He seems to diminish in size and to be 
overwhelmed with humiliation. Does he 
know himself to bean old thief, and is that 
the reason of his embarrassment? The fox 
has no enemies but man, and, when he is fair- 
ly outwitted, he looks the shame he evidently 


eels. 

In the heart of the rabbit fear coustantly 
abides. How her eyes protrude! She can see 
back and front and on all sidesequal to a bird. 
The fox is after her, the owls are after her, the 
gunners are after her, zud she has no defense 
but her speed. She*always keeps well to 
eover. The Northern hare keeps in the thick- 
est brush. Ifthe hare or rabbit crosses a 
broad open exposure it does so hurriedly, like 
a mouse when it crosses the road. The mouse 
is liable to be pounced upon by a hawk,and the 
hare or rabbit by the snowy owl, or else the 
great horned owl. 3 

When any of the win creatures are en- 
gaged in a life and death race in that way, or 
in any other race, the tactics of the squirrel do 
not work; the pursuer never overshoots or 
shouts by the mark. The flight of the two is 
timed as if they were parts of one whole. A 
hawk will pursue asparrow or a robin through 
a zigzag course and not lose a stroke or a half 
stroke of the wing by reason of any darting to 
the right or left. The ¢lew is held with fatal 
precision. No matter how quickly or how 
often the sparrow or the finch changes its 
course, its enemy changes simultaneously, 
7 if every move were known to it from the 

rst. 

Or when a flock of birds is in flight it is still 
one body, one will; it will rise, or circle, or 
swoop with a upity that is truly astonishing. 
A flock of snow buntings will perform their 
aerial evolutions with a precision that the best- 
trained soldiery canmot equal. Have the birds 
an extra sense which we have not? A brood 
of young partridges in the woods will start up 
like an explosion, every known particle and 
tragment huried into the air at the same in- 
stant, without word or signal. How is it done?

Seldom in the memory of man has Mon- 
tana experienced so delightful a winter as 
this. While the snow has fallen heavily in 
the mountains the plairs are absolutely free 
, —— 2 be considered an 2 
mi essing. for the grass, exposed to 
dry, sharp winds, presents a parched aspect 
every where. Still, the, cattle kings say the 
season has been a merciful one for the great 
herds that graze along the Valley of the Yel- 
lowstone and its tmbutaries, and there has 
teen a lighter percentage of loss than in any 
year since cattle-raising became one of the 
chief industries of the new State. While this 
has been true of horned. cattle many ranch- 
men have suffered from bands of horse- 
thieves, who are as daring as they are skillful. 
Some of the finest nerds of horses have 
been robbed of the favorites, and not- 
withstanding the efforts of the offi- 
cers, assisted by the plundered rancheros, the 
Valley of the Upper Yellowstone is virtually 
in the hands of gentry who love to sport 
first-class horseflesh without paying a cent for 
the privilege. They have repeatedly exchanged 
shots with the Sheriff’s posses, but the casual- 
ties on both sides have about balanced up to 
date. If anything, the horse-thieves are ahead 
on the general result. 

Growth of the Sheep-Raising Industry. 

Many ranchmen have taken to the raisi 
of sheep—an industry to which the soil 
climate of Montana are admirably adapted. 
The wool produced along the Yellowstone is 
said to be of excellent quality, and Montana 
232 is about the best- fla vored to be found 
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the third day from 
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in the midst of 
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thriving town and the starting point for most 


Jof the sight-seers who annually visit the Yel- 


lowstone National Park. A few miles south 
from Livingston the Yellowstone River cuts 
its way to the plains through one of the most 
beautiful cafions that the human mind can 
conceive of. The noble stream is fed by the 
snows that, melting among the peaks of 
mountains as majestic as the Alps, fill the 
Yellowstone Lake, and give birth to, perhaps, 
the most picturesque sylvan scenery to be 
found upon this planet. 
But it is a mistake to suppose the National 
Park, grand as it is, entirely monopolizes the 
lories of Montana. „the Highlands of 
merica, which we see on every side, recall 
Tyrol, the Galtees, and the 2 
„Bens ot fair Scotl for they vary muc 
in height and in shape, rising to 6,000 feet 
above the valleys, mantled in everlasting 
snow, there degenerating into mere hog- 
backs, beautified by forests of evergreen; 
now rising up cone-shaped toward the dome 
of heaven, and again cutting the air with 
their sharp, ragged, jagged peaks, resembling 
the teeth of some monster who had vainly 
tried to bite some gigantic rival and had 
broken his incisors in the attempt. Few 
of the peaks have distinguishing 
names. They are generally included 
in the range system, as the 
Gallatin, the Yellowstone, the Crazy, the Jef- 
ferson, the Pipestone, and so on. The Gallatin 
range, which looks down into the Bozeman 
Vailey, has, perhaps, more individuality of 
shape than any of its sister formations, al- 
though all are, to a lover of nature, at once at- 
tractive and imposing, at least in distant 
view. The Town of Bozeman itself, which we 
reached about noon, is the center of several 
mighty sierras, which shut in the view on 
every side. A strong effort is now being put 
forth to make that picturesque town the ca 
ital of the State instead of Helena, whic 
somehow, seems of late to have lost its 
ip as “a rising community,“ and is, in 
own pretty general y as “a back 
number.” The Hielenes themselves, to their 
credit be it said, do not share this opinion, 
and are making a desperate fight to keep the 
capital under the shade of Mount Helen. They 
adinit, mostly, that the town is now greatly 
depressed, but say it will recover its prestige 
witbin a short time. Thus hope springs eter- 
nal in the human breast. 


To Butte from Bozeman. 


There are two ways of reaching Butte City 
from Bozeman. One is by way of Helena, 
Garrison, and Deer Lodge Valley, over the 
Northern and Union Pacific railways. The 
other 1s by the Northern Pacific “cut-off,” 
which branches off at Logan, crosses the 
mountains on the northern flank of the Pipe- 
stone range, and enables the traveler to see 
some of the wildest sights of nature, and some 
of the boldest and most ingenious feats of en- 
gineering to be- found anywhere on earth. I 
chose the latter route. We ran along the 
translucent stream of the Jefferson to the foot 
of the range, and then began to climb the 
mountains over benches ana trestles that are 
enough to make the head swim. The gorges, 
along the brinks of which we made our way, 
looked to be nearly a thousand feet in depth; 

the trestles seemed gr <a in mi — 
like gigantic spider webs. rocks 
— 5 — overhung the cuts through 
which we rattled, and as we con- 
tinued to rise higher and her the 
ranges on the othes side of the Pipestone 
seemed to get up froma sitting posture and 
straighten themselves out until the sky 
seemed to rest upon their summits.

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GOTHAM WILL GO ITS OWN WAY 
AS REGARDS THE FAIR. 


John Habberton Tells How Mrs. Potter 
Palmer’s Criticisms of the State’s Action 
Are Heceived—The Bane of New York 
Householders—A Minister Who Tells 
Unpleasant Truths About the City Gov- 

‘ ernment—Deagth of the Pioneer in a Fe- 
' eullar Phase of Matrimony. | 

New Tonk, March 18.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.|—Mrs. Potter Palmer's crit- 
icisms of New York’s attitude toward the 
Exposition were telegraphed here, but 
failed to meet the approval of any 
one here whom I have been able to discover. 
It is quite true that the Legislature is not 
likely to appropriate more than $300,000, but, 
strange though it may seem at. Chicago, the 
Legislature is not in the least trustworthy as 
a barometer of existing sentiment in this city 
and State. The many city members represent 
only the rumshop and jdbbing element, which 
bas nothing to make through the Exposition, 
except as some members of the dominant fac- 
tion may get a living by going to Chicago 
while the Fair is in progress, for the sake of 
picking pockets, What the trades, arts, and 
farming population may do will depend upon 
private effort and organization, and although 
it would be pleasing to record that everything 
had already been begun, New-Yorkers, like 
most other beings who are not positively un- 
der orders, will persist in. taking their time 
and doing in their own way whatever they 
have todo, Nobody here whose opinion is 
worth anything doubts that both State and 
city will make a good showing at the Exposi- 
tion, and, although in the course of time there 
will de a great deal of hurrying and of remind- 
ing one another that everything being done 
should have been attended to long before, 
it will be only in keeping with what all com- 
munities, except the one most immediately 
interested, have done about World’s Fairs 
ever since World’s Fairs first began. 

A new phase of builders’ enterprise has been 
brought to public attention within a few days, 
and a great many city people have been as- 
tonished and delighted. As any Chicagoan 
knows who has spent much time in looking 
about New York, it is very hard to have a 
home in this city without having all sorts of 
neighbors and trades within close proximity. 
There are portions of the city which are 
Iswell“ for a square or two, but ordinarily a 
first-rate street implies that a very shabby one 
is within two minutes’ walk. To live on a 
square which has not a grocery store or rum- 
shop at every corner is felicity to be enjoyed 
only by the rich, who maintain it by ceaseless 
L are in purchasing avy houses that may be 
offered for sale in the vicinity. One of the most 
profitable enterprises of real-estate agents not 
overloaded with conscience is the purchasing 
of any house offered in a good block and then 
intimating that the property will be sold for 
asylum, or commercial, or flat-house r- 
poses; in such cases the solid citizens of the 
vicinity may be counted upon to assess them- 
selves heavily and pay a dig price for the 
property so that their privacy may not be lis- 
turbed more than before—there is always too 
much disturbance for comfort on any street 
on Manhattan Island. Well, some long-head- 
eck fellows got possession of‘unimpro prop- 
erty covering two entire squares in the upper 
part of the city; it should be understood 
that a “square” im Upper New York

was to contain a flat house, stable, or 
other objectionable feature.

One of the great annoyances 
of metropolitan life is the steady 
procession of grocers’, butchers’, and 
other tradesmen’s wagons all morning long 
with an aggregation of racket which would 
wake the dead were there a cemetery in the 
vicinity; to avoid this nuisance the designers 
have laid a narrow street through the longer 
diameter of each square, so that any one may 
make morning calls in a carriage without 
finding a lot of shabby wagons blocking the 
way. The general result of the whole is a 
quiet little village in a noisy part of a big city 
—something which Chicago, which is richly 
blessed with such retreats, may not regard as 
anything wonderful, but which New-Yorkers 
of moderate incomes and peaceful inclinations . 
will make haste to occupy and decline to 
abandon unless moved by death or other mis- 
fortune. 

Pulpit Criticism of Municipal Matters. 

The pulpit has again opened upon the city 
government, and the latter has got the worst 
of it, although there ia grave reason to doubt 
whether the disturbance will do any harm to 
the gang which has acquired control of munic- 
ipal affairs here. The preacher was again 
the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, President of the 
Society for the Prevention of Vice, and he 
told in the pulpit last Sunday of the work 
which he and some volunteer and paid detect- 
ives had done within a few, days. The reve- 
lations were as sickening to the hearers, and 
to the decent citizens who read of them in the 
newspapers of tne next morning, as they had 
been to the preacher himself, but there is not 
the slightest likelihood that they will come tu 
anything when brought to the test of law, 
for the ring controls all courts but 
the highest ones, and the lower courts will be 
able to inake the excuse—which, indeed, the 
District Attorney already has made—that they 
are too busy with greater cases to give special 
attention to the misdeeds of law-defying rum- 
sellers, gamblers, and disorderly houses. It 
has been said that the trouble 18 still more 
serious. One of the soberest and most matter- 
of-fact newspapers in the city has just said 
editorially that The Tammany society con- 
tains nearly every man whom the police would 
arrest tomorrow were they to make a vigor- 
ous and effective descent on all the dens of in- 
iquity in the city, This is the centfal fact of 
the situation. Nice state of affairs, isn’t it 
for the priacipal city of the United States 
the third city of the world?

Believers in the Christian Science Permit 


Their Children Who Have Contacious 
Diseases to Mix with Other Javeniles— 
Effect of the Colored Statues—The 
Shaven Waiter Problem—Cavendish, the 
Whist King, Coming te the Huab—A 
_Street-Car Conductor with Nerve, 

Bostow, Mass., March 18.—[ Special Corre- 
spondence. |—With how much violenée that 
vagary known by an assortment of names 
such as “Faith Cure, “Mind Cure,” and 
“Christian Science — for despite the fine dis- 
tinctions which the fullowers of these fads 
make amorg themselves there is no question 
that in the end all these things come to about 
the same thing, despite whatever dissimilarity 
of title—has broken out in Chicago I have no 
especial knowledge, but a phase of the matter 
which has recently presented itself to Boston 
is likely to cause a good deal of trouble and 
not a little hardness before all is said. There 
has been some wonder expressed at the spread 
among the children of the city who are most 
carefully guarded from contagious diseases 
of such ailments as scarlet-fever, chicken-pox, 
whooping cough, and the like. It is now evi 
dent that the chief factor in the distribution 
of these troubles has been the children of the 
Christian Science theorists. There are a num~ 
ber of instances known in which persons whose 
children have been afflicted with contagious 
diseases have let them go unrestrictedly 
among their usual comrades, because of 
course there is no real disease and there can 
be no such thing as contagion. The children 
imagine that they are sick, but it would be 
foolish to encourage that fancy in them by 
shutting them off from others.” On this 
beautiful basis of logic is based the plan of 
allowing the children to spread contagion 
unrestricted.

Color in Statues Discussed. 


Now that the colored statues are set up in 
the Art Museum the war of words over them 
wages with great vigor. I have as yet seen no 
one who does not say that the“ result of the 
trial is most interesting, but under this state- 
ment is the widest diversity of opinion in re- 
gard to the success of the experiment. That 
the statues are thoroughly convincing would 
certainly befar too much to say, it is 
also more than was to be ex as among 
the possibilities, The Hermes is given through- 
out awarm and conventionally high flesh- 
tone, the cast being restored in full by the late 
Prof, Schaper of Berlin—in this connection a 
name to tempt punsters. The wonderful 
chlamys is painted a splendid dark crimson, 
and the robe of the babe a rich purple. The 
robe of the Venur is a beautiful pale blue, 
with an elaborate border at the bottom; her 
cloak pink, with purple border. In both cases 
the lips are reddened, the eyes painted, the 
hair colored and gilded, while the Venus has 
her cheeks rouged. The result isin both cases 
rather disastrous to the faces. The Venus does 
not look in the least like a lady, even an erring 
one. She is distinctly a common and cheap 
looking woman. The Hermes is less injured 
in facial expression by the addition of color. 
but his face is made “distinctly less dignified 
and less manly. In both cases the modeling 
is brought out by the color; and the effect in 
this direetien upon the drapery 1s something 
marvelous. The advocate of realism does 
not fail to gloat over the fact that many vis- 
itors have been fooled into supposing that 
the crimson drapery of the Hermes is of real 
stuff instead of beifig made of plaster. 

In the April Century Mr. Robinson deals 
with the whole subject of the coloring of 
statues, and if he fails to convince everybody 
there can be no question that he will interest 
all who are capable of being interested in an 
art subject at all.

AGAINST THE TORKENS SYSTEM, 


Dangerous Features in the Preposed Sys- 
tem Pointed Out by an Objector. 

S. B. Miles, in a letter of recent date, comes 
out squarely against the adoption of the Tor- 
rens land transfer system. His communica- 
tion is as follows: 

Several lengthy articles have e appeared 
in print, purporting to shadow forth the beauties 
and working of the Torrens or Australian ee 
of treating titles to real estate, and ureing a 
ado — in this country, ae the thoughtful 
reader, who knows anyt! of American titles 
or of our institutions, it is clearly apparent that 
these writers are either ignorant of the subject of 
which they treat or extremely careless in choice 
of the language in which they attempt to express 
their ideas; more probably still, that they are 
firm adherents to the specious land theories of 
Henry . and other such writers, who would 
relegate us primitive times and a fendal 
state worse if 33 than absolute anarchy. 
Be that as it may, we ony readily believe that these 
writers — owned real estate aud have uo in- 
terest in preserving the evidence of tities, or, if 
by chance they were at any time freeholdere 
were ignorant of the process by which they be- 
came such, and robably amperionced difficult 7 
establishi eir title or in realizing upon their 
interests. uestion their motives as 
they could by no ibility profit by the adoption 
of the system. Few of our t business-men, 
real estate dealera and agents, lawyers, or even 
our legislators, in fact none but expert title-ex- 
aminers are perfectly familiar with the 
process of examining a title to real estate 
or with the mapner in which public 
records and documents are kept. It is but the 
work of a moment for a County ** or clerk 
of a court of record to show apd explain to any- 
one desirous of knowing ail about the mechanical 
workings of their respective offices, and yet the 
term of & long life would hardly suffice to fathom 
all the mysteries of those rcceptacies and deposi- 
tories of evidence of the doings of humanity gen- 
eration after generation. 

To properly grasp the situation one must clear 

understand all this and bear in mind the fact 
that property is not land or a tangible thing, but 
is the ownership and right of possession of some- 
| thing tangible, and title is not its synonym, but is 
the evidence of such ownership and right of pos- 
session and may or may not be matter of record. 
Many of the transfers of title from person to-per- 
son, or from one to many, are ected by opera- 
pg of law and _ by any act of the parties und 
I- may be e 2 oo 2 
of any pa in inte as whe. one in- 
cetkase 2 ‘ai lands with none but ? remote 
descendants or collateral kindred to inherit the 
freehold. 

The intestate may have died ignorant of the ex- 
istence of any or all of the heirs. In any such 
case the heirs are immediately vested with all his 
rig subject only to the — of descent and dis- 
tribution at the time in force in the State * 
the subject-matter lies. Any one or all of the 
heirs may be and for years remain ignorant of 
their vested rights, and, nothing preventing, 
other supposed heirs temporarily usurp those 
rights. ‘they being tenants in common. the pos- 
session of any one or more of them, or of those 
claiming under one or more of them, is the posses- 
sion ofall The proof of heirshbip usually made 
in administering the estate of a dead land-owner 
is seldom conclusive against any missing or un- 
known heir. 

Itis for these reasons im ble under any 
system to make all vested rights or property in 
lands strictly matters of record. The expert ex- 
aminer of titles knows too well t after the 
most exhaustive search, and when a title apnears 
of record to be perfect, ‘there may "olten remain 
outstanding interests of which he can knew noth- 
ing, any one of which would defeat the title of 
the supposed owner to at least a portion, if not 
all of the — — in question. Such gee 
might not develop or become known during the 
present or succeeding generation, though at all 
times susceptible of due proof. 

The indexes in the offices of the County Record- 
ore and Clerks of the Courts are prescribed by 
statute, yet it would be difficult. to find ang two 
counties using throughout the same methods of 
indexing, or one in which any method used is 
without fault. To expect all deeds, mortgages, 
judgments and other such records to be indexed 
without error or omission is absurd. Assuming, 
however, the possibility of such records being 
properly kept and ectly indexed so that the 
entire record may disclosed, examined, care- 
fully abstracted and passed upon by the highest 
legal authority, there still remains the i- 
bility of error on the partof public officials, ex- 
aminer, or lawyer, both as to matter of fact and 
of judgment, for which no one is responsible ex- 
cept in case of grossest negligence, as has been 
repeatedly decided by the Supreme Courts of 
various States. These are a few of the many dan- 
gers ting a title, and the enumeration of all 
would filla volume. The registry system under 
which we. operate here in the United Sta 
where our fee simple titles are purely aliodial, 
is the best ever devised and is as pear perfect as 
buman wisdom can make it. 

There are many and just complaints of the long 
time and heavy expense attendant upon its work- 
ings, but both are unavoidabie if a proper ex- 
amination and a reasonable degree of safety are 
sought. The faults are not in the system, but in 
its application, as evidenced by the fact that

in nearly every county in the United 
States are one or more abstract offices 
not under any new or distinct system, but all 
under abbreviations or modifications-of the same 
system, to which in its distinctive features each 
must conform or cease to exist.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Building Operations in All Lines Are Be- 
ing, Pushed Forward Rapidly. 

Plans for the hotel to occupy the southwest 
corner of Michigan avenue and Congress street 
have been made by C. J. Warren.

However, as I have said, the —— 4 * dis- 
tributing these bublications lies entirely be- 
tween the Congressman and his constituents. 

Chairman Richardson of the House Com- 
mittee on Printing thinks that there is plenty 
of room for reform in the distribution of pub- 
lic documents. Said he: “ There are at 
ent a million volumes of undistributed docu- 
ments in the basement of the Capitol. Many 
of these books, according to the statements of 
dealers, are worth from $15 to $25 each on ac- 
count of their rarity or for other reasons. 
accumulation has been made chiefly from the 
overflow of the Library of Congress and from 
1 dispensed with and thrown out 

the committee- rooms. For many years 
these volumes have been rotting away, rats 
lending not a little assistance to their destruc- 
tion. Now they are to be distributed among 
the Congressmen pro rata for their constitu- 
ents. 

There are many ways in which public 
documents are wasted. A publication is dis- 
tributed. by members of the House. The same 
172 — is distributed by Senators“ The 

part ment from which the publication ema- 
nated distributes italeo. In addition the Doc. 
ument Bureau in the Departmest of the Inte- 
rior scatters it broadcast. Thus it has hap- 

ned that in a single year 80,000 volumes 
ave been returned to the Document Bureau 
by libraries which had already received copies 
of the same books from other sources. Of 
each publication the House of Representatives 
receives a certain numbgr, which are divided 
up among the members. After each one has 
received his share there is necessarily 
a fraction left over, which remains in 
the. hands of the Superintendent of 
the Foldmg-room. During the last year these 
fractions amounted to 48,000 volumes. These 
go to swell the useleas stock on hand. A friend 
of mine told me that ou one occasion he had 
seen in the cellar of a second-hand dealer 
30,000 copies of government reports, a large 
part of them in bags which had never been 
opened, containing the unbroken quotas of 
Congressmen. As an example of a smal! but 
expensive swindle I may mention the case of 
one man who wrote to at least a hundred 
Coagressmen asking each one as a personal 
favor for a copy of the recently published 
book on the horse, issued by the Department 
. Agriculture. It is a very costly work. 
+ ae forty copies by this ingenious plan, 
minds has doubtless been often tried with 
succ ess. 

In the course of the recent investigation the 
fact was developed that there are a number of 
young men at the Capitol, not employés of 
the govern:nent, who make a living by buying 
and selling public documents, purchasing 
from one Congressman and disposing of their 
wares to another. Much of their business is 
accomplished by exchanging publications. 
They act as go-betweens and advantage them- 
selves while contributing to the convenience of 
Representatives and Senators by furnishing 
each with what he wants in trade for what is 
useless to him. It can hardly be said thut there 
is anything Nlegitimate about this. Probably a 
large part of the stock of government docu- 
ments in the hands of dealers is obtained from 
the libraries of Congressmen who are leaving 
Washington. Senator Manderson has accumu- 
lated 2,000 volumes of reports, etc., by merely 
keeping one copy of each publication allotted 
to him. He means to present them to a li- 
brary eventually, but, ashe himself says, in 
the event of his unexpected demise, they would 
go to his heirs and be sold, presumably for 
the benefit of his estate. 

One very great source of waste in public 
printing is found in the reckless manner of 
distributing government publications which 
has prevailed. They are scattered broadcast 
where they are not wanted, The private sec- 
retary of a Western Senator spoke the other 
day of having seen a pile of census reports five 
feet high in a country barber shop not long 
ago. ‘The tonsorial artist in charge was using 
them for shaving paper. 

Illustrations for government documents las“ 
year cost $95,000. The expense for this part 
of the work —— widely from year to year. 
Three or four years ago it went up to Sage 000, 
The law says at no pictures sh intro- 
duced in such a tee for the iG of or. 
nament, but only for necessary illustrating of 
the text. Men costly of the illustrations 
made are those for the Department of Agri- 
culture and the Bureau of Ethnology. 

At present the printing and binding of Con-

Almost Incredible Stories of Apache Endur- 
ance and ¢( unning. 

Minneapolis Tribune: I saw Geronimo and 
a dozen of his Avaches do something in Ari- 
zona in 1887 which I would never have be. 
lieved possible had I not witnessed it with my. 
own eyes, 

The Apaches are, unquestionably, the most 
dreaded tribe of Indians on this continent. 
They are tougher, more enduring, and more 
unconquerable than any other of their race. 
An Apache can lope up the side of a 
mountain with the thermometer marking 
120°, and when he reaches the top he won't 
show a drop of extra perspiration, nor will 
he breathe a whit faster than when he 
started. He will go for days without 
a morsel of food or a drop of water; he will 
live on snakes, mice, and refuse, or if the 
wurse comes to the worse he will shoot his 
horse and eat what he wants of him raw. Set 
out to pursue a band of Apache raiders, and if 
they are hard pressed they will separate, each 
one for himself, so that the only way to keep 
up the pursuit is to follow them individually, 
in which case the Apache is sure to have the 
best end of the contract. When the hunt is 
over the dusky miscreants will come together 
at some point twenty,or thirty miles away. 

There were twenty-five of us cavalrymen 
returning from one of our fruitless pursuits of 
the terrible Geronimo. Our horses were worn 
out and so were we. It was one of the hottest 
days I have ever known in that throbbing tur- 
nace of a country. We had several miles of 
baked alk ali plain still before reaching the 
fort, where we could secure shade and water, 
and what we needed most of all else—rest. 

Whew! but it was hot. Had not the air 
been perfectly dry neither man nor beast 
could have stood it. The metal work on our 
guns was 80 heated that no one could bear to 
touch it with the naked hand. The air shim- 
mered and throb as it does over a newly 

lowed field at nOontide of a summer day. 

orth, Gast, sopth, and west was one level 
stretch of plain, on which not a tree, shrub, 
or even a blade of grass grew. Far to the 
westward could be seen the outlines of the 
fort, oddly distorted, through- the quivering 
atmosphere, but in every other direction was 
the naked, burning desert.

at every step. We gave them a parting volley 
which wounded several, but. they managed to 
limp off with the help of the rs, and all 
were soon beyond danger. I don’t know how 
far they traveled off over that burning deso- 
lation, but it may have been many miles, for 
they were capable of doing it if they chose,

There are many craft now eng in it that 
have been seized, condemned, forfeited to 
the United States, but, being bonded out by 
their owners, have straightway resumed the 
business. 

In no case have these bondsmen, been prose- 
cuted. Each vessel has on board three or 
more expert hunters familiar with the habits 
of seals. In addition to these nearly every 
vessel puts into Prince of Wales Island or 
some other native settlement on the Alaskan 
coast and picks up a number of native hunt- 
ers. The men work for a lay.“ That is, 
they are to receive at the termination of the 
voyage an agreed price per pelt for every fur 
seal skin taken. In most cases this is their 
only compensation. 

In 1887 some of the old English sailors un- 
der arrest predicted it would not be many 
days before an Eaglishewarship would sail in 
from Victoria and enforce their release and 
the surrender of their vessels, if need be, talk- 
ing to us from the mouths of their big guns. 
Day after day, night after night, the horizon 
was watched by anxious eyes for the glimmer 
of a sail, the trail of asteamer’s smoke, or 
the port lights of approaching deliverers. But 
they did not come; the court went ahead with 
the litigation; the British sailors became less 
and less demonstrative, and the Stars and 
Stripes went up at sunrise and down at sun- 
get with a regularity which brought a thrill of 
patriotic pride to the heart of every Amer- 
ican. 

The arrogance of these English sailors did 
much toward crystallizing a sentiment of 
devotion in that far-away country to the Amer- 
ican flag and the law of the land whose sym- 
bol it was. 

The Bay of Sitka has been likened on ac- 
count of its beauty to the Bay of Naples. But 
during the summer of 1891 its usually placid 
and vacant surface presented an unwonted 
and exhilarating appearance such as it has 
never exhibited since thatday when Russia 
transferred the Territory to the United States. 
This was caused by the presence of four ves- 
sels, a part of the fleet sent by the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain and the United States 
for the purpose of enforcing the Bering Sea 
closure. There were fourteen ships employed 
for this service by our country and a similar 
number on behalf of England. 

At the opening of the season of 1891 there 
were more than 100 sealing craft known to be 
poaching in the sea. The Naval Departments of

CHILD BEGGARS OF GREAT PRECOCITY. 


Wee Folk Who Skilifully Reguile Pennies 
from the (haritable. 

Wee tots, apparently but 6 or7 years old, 
begging for pennies as a recompense for the 
latest popular song on a wheezy accordion, 
is only one phase of Chicago’s child begging 
community. Street musicians of tender age and 
of both sexes, street fakers barely old enough 
to lisp the trite cries of their calling, and pre- 
cocious mendicants far below their teens in 
age and far beyond them in their knowledge 
of human nature are plentiful in Chicago. 

From time to time has the Humane Society 
made an effort to drive these children from 
their demoralizing avocation, but all these ef- 
forts have proved but partially successful. 
The youngsters are as numerous as ever. Few 
of them have ever been inside a school-room. 
Many of them gather in large sums of money 
for parents by no means in great distress; 
while a few, perhaps, support a home where 
the wolf long ago entered. 

Of the three principal classes of child beg- 
gars, two labor in the day time and one at 
night. Of the first, the musicians are usually 
girls. They go in pairs, a maid of 11 or 12 
generally grinding out airs on the accordion, 
while one of 6 or 7 executes a few steps that 
just hint at a possible premiere danseuse in 
the future. In the summer time these musi- 
cians hang around the bridges, and when street- 
cars are blocked, waiting for the passage of a 
vessel, the musicians play, dance, and sing for 
the benefit of the passengers and then pass the 
hat. The youthfulness of some of these musi- 
cians has often elicited strong words of indig- 
nation that such pursuits should be permit 
In all instances these baby players are Italian, 
dressed in the costumes of their deserted 
country, looking like little old women. 

The street fakers are the other day class.“ 
These are largely Jewish, and they trade in 
ed Hy from chewing gum and “the 
words of all the latest popular songs, five 
cents, to collar-buttons and pocket-knives. 
And the amount of business shrewdness they 
possess can hardly be guessed by one who has 
not patronized them. 

The plain beggars of the night form the 
most numerous of the child mendi- 
cants. Keen as confidence men, they 
hang about theaters and other places of 
amusement and about the down-town restau- 
rants. It is after the theaters are out that they 
are most active, A man, all alone, is perfect- 
ly safe from their imploring; but if he be ac- 
companied by one of the fairer sex he is sure 
to be “ approached ”’ by a cunning fellow who, 
with his grimy knuckles wiping away a dis- 

sem bling tear, pleads for u few cents to get 
something to eat.“ The artful fellow knows 
the man cannot be deceived, but he also 
knows he can readily stimulate the woman’s 
sympathies, and kamows, too, that in conse- 
quence the man’s suspicions will remain un- 
uttered or if uttered overruled. 

Some of these beggars work in gangs. 
A certain restaurant is besieged by these men- 
dicants every night. 
the lookout for them. Iwo of the gang keep 
a sharp lookout at the corners for policemen 
while two others plead with couples leaving or 
entering the restaurant. These beggars were 
caught a short time ago by a policeman who 
had to board a car two blocks away and ride

Ann. Far above the painting are res 
representing the three graces—Faith, Hope, 
Charity. On either side of the tabernacle are 
golden cases containing relics of the apost les 
and martyrs. Groups figures to the 
right of the altar represent the doctors of the 
gospels and epistles. The altar is carried to 
the height of nearly seventy feet, and its gen- 
eral effect is majestic indeed. 

Another of the many altars in Chicago 
which it was hoped to note in particular in con- 
nection with these notes is that in Holy Name 
Cathedral, on the North Side, at this time 
concealed from view owing to the making of 
extensive repairs on the cathedral. It is a 
rich piece of work in white.marble, with col- 
ored marble panels, and embellished with 
scriptural embiems. |

a roof @f deftiy interwoven carusa nut leaves, 
which make a serviceable protection. Some- 
times these leaves are from twenty to thirty 
feet long. 

The staple substitute for bread and potatoes 
is “tortillo,” which is made from corn. The 
kernels are soaked in lye until the covering is 
removed, just as hominy is made in the 
Southern North American States. Then 
the lye is washed out ana the kernels are 
boiled until they are soft. Next, women 
crush the softened corn between two stones, 
one flat, the other shaped like a rolling pin. 
A kind of dough is the result of this labor. 
Salt and lard are added and the dough is 
molded in the hands into pancakes, which are 
baked until brown ona griddle made of hard 
earthenware, The cakes are eaten hot. 

There are chickens throughout the country 
and afew razor-back hogs. There are also 
enttle. The beef is handled in a curious way. 
It is cut into long strips, about the thickness 
of pork tenderloin is sold by the length, 
two feet fur six and a half cents. there is a 
surplus after sales are over the strips not sold 
are suspended on a string stretched between 
two trees and left there todry in the sun. 
This becomes jerked meat. 

The “‘yueca”’ root is another Honduranian 
food.

Our stay in Comayagua was pleasant. We 
studied the land, colony, and transportation 
problems of the country, and gave attention 
to general business possibilities there.

The Canary That Sings and the One That 
Doesn’t—Value of the Different Varie- 
ties—- More Music than Money for the 
Dealers—Characteristics of the “ Dickie- 
Bird“ A Society Formed in Chicago for 
the Importation of 8t. Andreasberg 
Canaries, 


Birds of all varieties from the four corners 
of the earth; birds which sing, talk, whistle, 
pipe, and laugh, and birds whose gorgeous 
plumage ought to make the rainbow blush, 
can be found by thousands in the homes of 
Chicago people. Although cats and canaries 
do not agree together—except when the Bird is 
inside the cat—the average home is not con- 
sidered complete by the wife unless there is at 
least one Dickie”. to serenade the family 
with its falsetto voice and melt at regular 
periods in its existence. The singing canary 
earns its board every day in the year and never 
seems to regret its forced migration from the 
land where it was born. The female bird is 
not a singer but is good to look at—like some 
women in this world. 

The men who sell birds in this city say 
there is more music than money in the busi- 
ness and some of them make an extra dollar 
or two by stuffing dead birds for the dear

public as well. The space in front of a bird 
store window is always occupied by pedes- 
trians who have plenty of leisure time for 
gazing at the feathered tribe of songsters, 
the playful monkeys, and the gaudy toucan 
with its peculiar bill, which in point of size 
reminds one of the tinted billet doux received 
last month from the gas trust. 

Birds, are by no means the only things sold 
in a bird store. If your tastes run in the di- 
réction of stuffed centipedes and mounted 
tarantulas there they are. You can get small 
bronze-like Brazihan beetles and have them 
mounted as pieces of jewelry. Japanese 
fringe-tailed goldfish and lizards of tender age 
glide around glass globes in giddy cireles with 
no apparent object in life except to keep do- 
ing the same thing over again. It is not hard 
to imagine by shutting your eyes inside 
a big bird. store and opening your 
ears that you have been transported in fairy 
fashion to the virgin forests of Brazil. It is a 
babel of bird music, bearable only when the 
noisy parrots go to sleep. All kinds of tonics 
and medicines for all the ailments birds are 
subject to are to be found in a first-class es- 
tablishment. Every day people bring to the 
stores their sick birds to be doctored, and 
after diagnosing the case the bird dealer pre- 
scribes for his patient-and accepts a small fee 
for professional services and medicine. But 
he firmly refuses the frequent request that the 
si@k bird be left in his care until convales- 
cent. Occasionally a bird is brought in with 
afractured leg to be set, and then it is that 
the bird man brings his surgical skill into 
operation. In such eases he keeps the injured 
pet in his store until tne broken parts of its 
anatomy are knitted. He doesn’t care to en- 
gage in the hospital business, but his custom- 
ers are willing to pay well to save the lives 
of their precious pets. The trouble with most 
owners of birds is that they do not notice the 
symptoms of sickness until disease has 
obtained ahold on the little creatures, and 
then it is too late to save the pet’s life. 

An importer of birds loses probably 25 per 
cent in transportation over land and sea and 
shipments are always made at buyer’s risk. 
The dealer doesn’t lose many birds in his 
store, because it is his business to keep them 
healthy and his eye is always on them. If 
you have ever bought a bird or gone in a 
store just to look around you will probably 
remember that the salesman would not allow 
you to take the bird, if it was a canary or 
other small species, to the window to take a 
closer look at it in the sunlight—the late la- 
mented sunlight, it should be said. Why? 
Because some one might open the door while 
you were standing there, and the worst enemy 
a small, sensitive bird has is a draft. Some 
times an epidemic resembling cholera in the 
human family and called the schnappen 
goes through a lot of birds, chiefly canaries 
and the unlucky owner has to hold a funer 
over two-thirds or more of them. 

More parrots, canaries, and mocking birds 
are sold the year round in the United States 
than all other species of domestic and foreign 
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birds combined. About 10,000 of the small 
Cuba parrots are sold annually in this country 
and the average price is 88. Dealers find them 
the best birds to sell because they are cheap 
and they can be trained to talk just as well as 
the double yellow-headed Mexican birds and 
the half yellow-headed Amazons which sell 
for $15 to $25 each. The Cuban birds, how- 
ever, have not as strong a voice as the conti- 
nental species, talking more like a child, and 
they do not learn as rapidly. The Mexican 
parrots are brought here via New Orleans, but 
all other foreign birds, including t 
from Asia and Africa, are shipped 
to New York, the headquarters of 
bird importers in this country, None 
of the Chicago dealers import direct, and the 
Pacific coast trade is — from New 
York, necessitating an overland journey for 
nature’s caged musicians. They are well sup- 
plied with food and water before starting 
and are conveyed in the express 
cars of fast trains and are cared 
for half way across the continent by agents 
who see that they have a fresh supply of the 
necessaries of life before resuming their 
journey.

The amount of patience ex- 
pended in raising a brood of nestlings to be- 
come artists in their line is 2 and can 
only be accounted for by the German’s in- 
tense love for his hobby and the profit in- 
volved. For generations the canary has known 
no home except the cage, and it is now so 
domesticated that when it escapes or is turned 
loose on the worid the merry little singer is 
giad to fly back to his friends. The notes of 
the St. Andreasberg canary were originally 
obtained by placing a nightingale in the 
breeding-room of young birds. After a few 
seasons of this training the canary was ready 
to teach its kind, and placed in Ge repent. 
room to instruct the uners in $rills and 
runs and sharps and flats. The teachers 
boxes are draped until the proper hour for the 
singing lesson to begin. young birds in 
another room are chirping in the sunlight, 
and when the cloth covering in front of 
the teachers’. box is raised to admit a 
little light he bursts forth into a flood of mel- 
ody which enraptures his class of pupils, and 
the result is an attempt at an imitation—a 
sorry one at fi but each day shows an im- 
provement, The choicest birds when sold to 
the dealers are heard separately, so that each 
note can be recorded. foreign buyer of 
the St. Andreasberg canary is compelled to 
visit the breeding places in July before the 
birds are fully feathered and pay in advance 
for them to be dehvered when fully instruct- 

. The breeder keeps afew of the choicest 
as instructors for next season. After all the 
care which is lavished on this class of canaries 
only about 10 per cent of the entire number 
raised are j to be perfect by experts. 

The perfect bird’s song resembles an end- 
less stream, the beginning and end of its song 
being imperceptible. Some of the choicest 
birds have a compass of four octaves 
and execute the various passages perfectly. 
The notes, trills, and combinations number 
twenty-five or more, the highest prized being 
the water bubble, deep roll, bell, flute warble, 
whistle, and numberless trills. No two birds 
songs are alike. No attention is paid to depth 
or purity of color in — — canaries ; 
perfection of ong brings price regardless 
of appearance. The Campanini birds are nat- 
ural night singers, and other grades can be in- 
duced to pour out their pent-up melody after 
sunset by cove the during the day ex- 
cept at intervals for feeding, and removing 
the cover when artificial light is turned on. 

In the busy season each importing house 
employs from * te forty men who travel 
principally between Europe and America. Be- 
sides these there are a great number of pick- 
ers who travel from breeding house to house 
selecting the singers, and a large force of men 
are employed at each end of the route. When 
an apprentice Can distinguish the sexes of all 
kinds of birds he is a masterin the trade. 
Germany and England furnish all except a 
small number of the canaries raised in the 
world. Each village in the Harz Mountains 
has its quota of bird raisers, many being ric 
and the exportera control the supply o 
a certain number.

German Lloyd steamers which have a mo- 
nopoly of the canary carrying business with 
New York, One man takes charge of about 
1,400 birds which he must feed, clean, and 
water every day. On board the singers are 
sent te-the steerage quarters or coal bunkers 
and made ready for the voyage. Sometimes 
the birds and keeper are assigned to a room 
by themselves. The birds are packed in 
crates six feet high and fastened so that there 
will be no danger in stormy weather. The 
emigrant business on the German steamship 
lines has crowded out the canary so that the 
accommodations are of the poorest. The 
keeper employs a few of the emigrants to 
assist him caring for the birds and guarding 
them from their chief enemies, cats and rats. 
His trip is an uncomfortable one at best, as he 
must work twenty hours a day sometimes to 
keep his birds healthy, and in a storm he runs 
the risk of breaking his neck or being swept 
overboard while at work. 

The Harz birds, although inferior in vocal 
culture, give more general satisfaction to the 
canary-loving public than the St. Andre- 
asberg grade ause they are hardier. In 
Germany canaries are sent by mail safely, but 
the custom has not been adopted yet in any 
other country. Goldfinches and linnets are 
used to cross with canaries, and the male bird 
is noted for its song, besides having pretty 
plumage. 

Two score former subjects of Emperor 
William who are fond of keeping and breeding 
song canaries at their homes met a few days 
ago at No. 92 Fullerton avenue. They de- 
cided to form themselves into a society to be 
known as the “‘ Kanarien-Zichter Verein.“ It 
will be a new departure in the society line for 
Chicago. The first object of the society will 
be to import direct for members only‘ the 
best grade of St. Andreasberg canaries. 
The society will meet regularly to 
listen to addresses and papers bear- 
ing upon the breeding, treatment, and 
diseases of their little yellow-colored pets and 
the most advanced imethods of cultivating 
their vocal chords, But the society will not 
stop there. It intends to give a public exhi- 
bition notonly of singing canaries but of 
other birds noted for their accomplishments 
or brilliant plumage. This will indeed be a 
novelty for the bird-lovers of Chicago. Such 
exhibitions are held in Hamburg every year, 
and the society will see that the World’s Fair 
city is not behind any European city. At this 
exhibition it is pro to have competitive 
singing between the birds of exhibiters and 
award prizes the same as at any animal show. 

Owing to the distant part of thecity in which 
the preliminary meeting was hela it was de- 
cided to postpone the election of officers and 
other details of organization until the next 
meeting, which will be held down-town today. 
At this meeting delegates will be appointed to 
visit the homes of every member and judge as 
to who owns the best 1 canaries. Ger-

An Incident Resulting from the Suppres- 
sion ofthe Japanese Rebellion of 1863— 
Capt. Welles’ Agreement—His Cruise 
Begins—Mutiny and Death of the Cap- 
tain—Searching for an Uninhabited Isl- 
and—Left to Solitude—Fate of the Muti- 
neers—The Survivor's Story. 

(Copyright, 1892, by Charles B. Lewis.) 
There is a sailor now employed by a ship- 
chandler on South street, in the Port of New 

York, who attracts attention by his walk on 

the street. His right leg seems to be. attached 

to his body with a view of walking sideways 
instead of the usual fashion. At the first 
glanced you would call it a natural deformity, 
but if you followed him for a hundred feet 
you would feel quite certain that some acci- 
dent had happened to him and that he owed 
his condition to the ignorance or carelessness 
of those who practiced surgery on a broken 


reel off his story as he told it to me not a fort- 
night ago. 

In the year 1863, after the government of 
the Japanese islands had put down the re- 
bellion which had been in existence for two 
yeers, many heads were lopped off and many 
rebels banished from the country. Among 
the latter were a score or more of adventurers 
who were not natives but Europeans. Some 
had gone in with the rebeis for the sake of ad- 
venture and plunder and others had been 
forced to join by circumstances. The fear of 
1 mvolved with other governments de- 
cided the Japanese authorities to spare the 
lives of these foreigners and at the same time 
rid the i s of their presence. There 
was in the port of Yokohama at the time 
an Australian brig named the Robert May, 
commanded by Capt. Henry Well and 
she was chartered to take fourteen of these 
rascally adventurers to the south and land 
them upon any one of the islands of the 
Bonir group which should prove the most 
convenient. As all of them were looked 
upon as desperate men, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment was willing to pay a good price 
to get them out of the country. There 
must have been money in it, for the brig or 
the Captain would not have meddled with 
such a dangerous cargo, 

The brig had an English crew of nine men 
and a boy, and the Captain’s wife was with 
him, John the sailor with the twisted 
leg. was one of crew. The brig had part 
of a cargo of tea, and a space in ber hold un- 
der the main hatch was fitted up to receive 
the prisoners. A dozen muskets were 
brought aboard, the prisoners arded 
the same as convicts woul have 
been, and Capt. Welles set sail in the 
full expectation of landing them according to 
instructions. He was not the man to deal 
with such rascals, however, as events speedily 
demonstrated. Every man in the pen knew 
where he was to be landed, and that without 
shelter or provisions, and from the first going 
aboard there was a determination to rise on 
the crew and take the brig. It vas on the 
night of the fourth day out and during a 
squall, which came near dismasting the brig, 
that the plot was carried out. | 

There are many things to be said in favor of 
the desperadoes. They desired to capture the 
brig without bloodshed, and but for the dogged 
obstinacy of the Captain this would have been 
done. He called upon the crew to rally, and 
when he found himself unsupported he fought 
the gang alone aud single-handed until killea 
by a musket ball. He was the only one killed, 
though some of the crew were wounded in the 
first rush. Juhn Lee was aloft at the moment 
| and in his fright and confusion he met with 
a fall which broke his leg. The muti- 
neers set it and gave him careful at- 
tention, in the setting they twisted 
it around and the bone knit and left it in its 
present shape. Havmg got possession of the 
brig the desperadoes were for a time divided 
as to what should be the next move. They 
had had enough of Japan, and no one had 
any idea of tnrning pirate in waters where a 
man-of-war was to be met with two or three 
times a week. It was finally decided to run 
to the southwest and land upon some uninhab- 
ited istand above Formosa and enjoy a free 
and easy life tora season. To this the crew 
| of the * agreed, some with the 

prospect of such a life and others realizing 
that opposition would be of no use. | 

Mrs. Capt. Welles was a woman about 30 
years of age, full of energy and resolution. 

er treatment dy the mutineers did more 
than anythi else to win the crew over to 
their side. The fellows were led by an Eu- 
glishman named Tom Jones, who was no 
doubt a thoroughly bad man, but in this case 
he should be accorded all due praise. ‘The 
morning after the capture of the brig Mrs. 
Welles was interviewed in the cabin. She was 
told that the men had possession, and that it 
was pro to get her out of the brig and 
out of harm’s way while they were yet under 
control. They did not dare speak a ship 
nor land her at any port, but would set her 
ashore on some island and provide her with 
means to take care of herself. She agreed 
with them that this was the best they could be 
expected to do, and for the next two days and 
nights she was left entirely undisturbed in the 
cabin. There was plenty of rum aboard, but 
hetween the mate, who was now acting as 
Captain, and Tom Jones. who was the leader, 
nothing like drunkenness had occurred. The 
„good tims” were being put off until they 
could find a safe haven somewhere, John 
Lee was lying in his berth with a broken leg, 
but was kept posted as to what was going on 
forward and aft. | 

On the afternoon of the third day the brig 
reached the Island of Shangwen, one of the 
Loochoo group and a boat was lowered and 
pulled ashore to investigate. It was only a 
small island, nearly circular and about three 
miles across, and was found to be uninhabited. 
John Lee says he begged for the Captain’s 
wite to take him along. but she probably 
either feared that he would prove a serious 
case on her hands or become a menace 
to her safety if he got well, and she 
decided that she would rather 
alone. The boat which set her 
carried all her clothes and the personal ef- 
fects of her husband, with beef, pork, bread, 
wine, a musket and ammunition, some books, 
and, in fact, whatever else she asked to be al- 
lowed to take. Jones andthree men went 
ashore with her, and they not only found a 
good spot for a camp, but constructed a 
shelter for her and put all her goods under 
cover. Na woman could have fallen into the 
hands of more desperate men, and yet no 
woman could have been more tenderly treated. 
The brig sailed away jest at »undown, and she 
was left to begin her Crusoe life. 

The isiand had scarcely been left behind 
before the men on the brig began their ca- 
rouse, Two days later they ached their 
vessel in a cove on one of the Borodine group 
of islands, and for many months peace and 
war reigned by turns. From the very hour 
of landing dissensions arose, and it wasn’t a 
week before the crowd split into two parties 
and lived apart in fear of each other. John 

„according to his 6wn statement, was no 
better and no worse than any of the others. 
There was nothing to do but sleep and eat and 
drink. The brig was plundered at will, and as 
provisions began to grow scarce there was 
more drinking and less eating. The first 
man killed was the mate, and this took place 
about a fortnight after landing. His death 
was speedily followed by that of a second 
man, and after that there was no restraint on 
the evil passions of the living. At length, 
tired and disgusted with their orgies, the 
Jones party attempted to get the brig afloat 
and leave the island. They were discovered, 
and a terrible fight took place and five men 
were killed. The brig was likewise set on fire 
and destroyed, and from that time on until 
the British gunboat Foxhound touched at the 
island and took off the four survivors, the men 
did little else but hunt each other to the death.

SOLDIERS FROM THE HOSTILES. 


M. Quad Tells of a Journey Undertaken 
in the Days When Uncle Sam’s Indian 
Charges Were on the War-Path — The 
Ride in the Night— by Indians— 
Carter’s Pass Gained in Safety—Nearing 
the Crisis—Saved by a Herd of Buffalo— 
Fate of the Pursuers. 


A corporal and two men, just three of us— 
and we left Camp Sheridan, at the headwaters 
of White River, Neb., to open communication 
with the command which was expected to be 
encamped on the Loup fork of the Platte, 
seventy-five miles to the southeast. * 

The red man was making his last fierce 
fight, and the agencies had been deserted by 
every buck who was classed as a warrior. 
Seventy-five miles to the southeast meant at 
least seveaty miles through a country where 
Indians were likely to be met with at any 
moment. The chance of getting safely through 
was figured on as one in fifty, That was terrible 
odds, you'll agree, but when an officer com- 
mands a private must obey. Little difference 
it would make to the general campaign 
whether our scalps were present and ac- 
counted for when winter came, or whether 
they had been hooped and dried and were 
hanging at the belts of warriors. 

Out into the darkness of a summer’s night 
rides the corporal, and we ride after. The 
heavens are overcast, and we are scarcely clear 
of the camp before it begins to rain. It is 
well, A rain-storm will drive an Indian to 
shelter quicker than bullets. softened 
earth would leave a plainer trail, but that did 
not count. It is only the flight of a bird which 
the Indian cannot follow as unerringly as a 
bloodhound. Straight on into the night, with a 
steady lope which nothing breaks, and we are 
twenty miles from camp before we pull up 
for ten minutes’ rest. Then on again—an- 
other brief rest—and when daylight comes we 
have covered over half the distance and our 
horses are still strong and fresh. 

The east reddens—shadowy specters race 
across the plains—we can see the rocks and 
bushes to the right and left of us, and the day 
8 dawns. The upper rim of the 

lood red sun is just showing above the ridges 
far away when we look ‘back to the north- 
west over our trail. 

Indians! Like tigers they have kept the 
trail through storm and darkness, and are 
only three miles behind. They are bunched 
and we cannot count them, but there must be 
afulidozen. We can hear a faint shout as 
they catch sight of us, but no one is surprised 
at the spectacle or startled by the shout. We 
had figured on only one chance in fifty. 

We now move on three abreast. The horses 
would go off at the top of their s , but we 
pull them down and 5 soothing 
words. The gait is just a bit faster 
than during the night. The Indians 
will make a spurt and gain a mile or more. 
We figure on that. n will come the 
test. Scarcely more than a mile separates us 
when the pace settles down to a steady gallop 
which would allow us to converse had we any- 
thing to say. Why talk? Miles ahead is 
Carter’s FR pig that the plains and the 
Loup. hind are the Indians. If our horses 
tire out there is but one hope for us—dis- 
mount and stand the red men off until help 
arrives or we are wiped out. Words would be 
wasted. The corporal looks back to gauge 
the distance, and as he increases or slackens 
the pace we follow suit. 

The entrance of the pass at last! It is a 
roadway—a guily—twenty feet wide, separat- 
ing two long and barren hills. It is five miles 
long, and the edges of the hills have been cut 
by storms until they are bluffs, up which only 
an active man can clamber. Here and there a 
great bowlder has dropped down—here and 


there tons of earth have fallenand raised the~ 


natural bed a foot or more. Beyond the

a minute the heart beats regularly again. 

What's that? We are within half a mile of 
theend of the pass when a black object sud- 
denly 9 ahead. More Indians? Caught 
in a trap? Almost as speedily as we can ask 
ourselves the questions a buffalo bull, heac 
down and tail up, rushes past us on the left 
hand, and he is followed by an- 
other and another. Without a word we 
check up and fall in behind the cor- 

oral single file, and he increases the pace. 
We seem to fly over the last hundred rods 
hugging close tothe right-hand bank, and 
we are only clear of the pass when it is 
choked with affrighted animals. But for the 

reat rocks a few yards to the right we should 
sos been picked up in that rush. A halt of 
thirty seconds would have been our 
doom. From right to left—from the 
pass as far to the east and south as the 
eye could discern—was a solid mass of stam- 
peding buffaloes. The clatter of their horns 
was deafening; the tramp of the thousands 
of hoofs made the earth tremble. As the 
rush contracted at the pass hundreds of ani- 
mals went down to be literally trodden into 
the earth, while scores of others were lifted 
up by the squeeze until they were carried 
along as chips on the surface of a rushing 
river. * 

By and by there was a rampart of dead and 
dying so high that it could not be jumped 
over or broken through, and the stampede 
bore off to the right. At the end of two hours 
the last animal able to move had passed out 
of sight and we drove ahead for the camp on 
the Loup. Next day we rode through the pass 
again, this time at a walk. There were dead 
buffaloes, savage old bulls with broken legs, 
patches of hair and blood and bones at inter- 
vals, scores of horns knocked off and flung 
into the banks like so many spears. 

Had the Indians escaped? Never a one! They 
had not caught the alarm as soon as we did, 
and séconds were minutes there. To go back 
was the only choice left them, but that meant 
a ride 43 four miles — a half — a stam- 
pede, Every pony goue down; every 
rider had ‘been tossed and trampled and flung 
about until you could hardly believe that those 
objects had once been human beings.

The Apollo Club to Present It for the First 
Time in America April 4 and 5. 
Becker's “* The Reformation Cantata” will 
be produced for the first time in America 
April 4 and 5 by the Apollo club. The follow- 
ing is a sketch of the composer and his works: 
Albert Ernest Auton Becker, one of the 
ablest of modern German com whose 


lad But 
the boy’s m music, and 
at last, after much opposition, 
it was decided that he should begin his mu- 
sical studies with Albert Boemicke, a cele- 
brated organist then living in Quedlinburg. 
When 20 pores old he was sent to Berlin to 
complete his musical education, stud ying com- 
are with Siegfried Dehn, the piano with 
ullak, and the organ with Haupt (1853-1856 ). 
In 1861 the Gesellschaft der Musik Freunde 
in Vienna awarded Becker the first prize for 
his symphony in C minor, His songs from 
Wolf's“ Rattenfanger’’ aud Wilden Jager,“ 
published in 1879, called the attention of the 
musical world to the rising young com r. 
A “Sacred Dialogue,“ for alto solo and or- 
gan; the 147th Psalm, for mezzo-soprano and 
organ; and the mass in minor 
(produced in 1879 at the Twenty-fifth anniver. 
sary of the Riedel Verein) are other important 
works by Becker. It was Frank Liszt whu 
suggested to Prof. Riedel the performance of 
this mass, declaring euthusiastically that as 
acomposer of sacred music Becker stood 
next to Brahms. In 1881 he took the position 
of professor of composition in the Scharwen- 
ka Conservatory in Berlin, and in 1889 was 
honored with the appointment of director of 
the celebrated Dom Chor. He is professor of 
vocal culture at the Royal Gymnasium, and a 
member of the Senate cf German Artists. 
ker’s most important work, and one 
which has met with great favor at the hands 
of German critics, is the Reformation 
Cantata,“ composed for the Martin Luther 
festival at Eisenach Nov. 10, The 
cantata is composed for chorus, organ, 
and orchestra, with solos for soprano 
and bass and duet for soprano and alto. 
For his xt the composer has made gelec- 
tions from the holy scripture, using also two 
chorales and Luther’s hymn, “A Strong 
Castle Is God Our Lord. The first chorus has 
for ifs subject the old chorale, “ Aus tiefer 
Noth schrei ich unter Dir.” After a brief in- 
troduction by the orchestra in D minor it is 
first assigned to male voices, then given out by 
the second sopranos and first sopranos, 
altos sustaining the Cantus Firmus, all seven 
parts moving on effectively to the close. The 
soprano aria in G minor (No. 2), Ah! That 
assistance from Zion.“ is followed by a chorus 
of the people (N o. 3), “ Darkness all the earth 
doth envelop,’’ commencing pianissimo and 
increasing to a fortissimo at the words: 
Lord, give us thy help in time of need.“ 
The movement now changes to a passage of 
some thirty measures in eight part harmony, 
in G major, Light are thy robes, the so- 
pranos and altos leading, the tenors breaking 
in beseechingly, Lord, haste thee to igelp 
us, with . phrase, which is re- 
peated by the sopranos and answered later by 
the second basses. Martin Luther's Heroic 
Song (No. 4) and Prayer (No. 5), are 
arias for bass, each concluding with Luther's 
hymn, ** A Fortress Strong Is God Our Lord.” 
A Voice from Above (No. 6), a chorus, leads 
to the aria (No.7) for soprano, in F sharp 
minor, The Christain Shall Find Roses.“ 
In the chorus (No, 9) the opening subject, 
„Be Not Afraid,” is a brief phrase which 
first appeared in Luther's Heroic Song?; 
later on in this number the motive, after a 
crescendo in the orchestra, is worked 
up into a finale, the tenors and basses 
ustaining the theme of Luther’s hymn. A duet 
No. 10) for soprano and alto, Blessed Are 
hey That Hear tne Word, follows. In the 
last chorus (No, 12) the composer again re- 
turns to the utterances of the great reformer 
for his theme, the first subject, Earth and 
Its Treasures,” being an exposition of a 
thought which appeared in lLuther’s 
Prayer.“ This idea is first treated as a 
fugue, then appears again in connection with 
a vigorous lead for the basses. But the Word 
of God Abides Forever,“ both themes work- 
ing up to a double chorus, the number con- 
cluding with Luther’s hymn in four part 
harmony.

No Engineering Difficulties which May 
Not Be Overcome, 

San Francisco Chronicle: Ex-Gov, Gilpin of 
Denver, who is a man of wealth and enterprise, 
is in real earnest in his purpose of building a 
railroad to Alaska and across Bering Straits 
to connect with the Russian railroad which is 
to be built through Siberia. He says that 
when he first proposed such a road everybody 
laughed, but now all concede it to be a feasi-

Such a road would be difficult to build, but 
by no means impossible. Surveys have devel-

If people can live and thrive in Norway and 
Sweden and Iceland and Northern Russia, 
there can be no reason why they should not 
pene poe well in Alaska, We may rest aa- 
sured that if the mineral resources of Alaska 
turn out as it is confidently believed they will, 
no question of climate will deter the advent- 
urous gold hunter from exploring every nook 
and cranny in search of the precious metal, 
and a vast influx of prospectors and muners 
would make a railroad a necessity, 

It will be remembered that the late Charles 
Crocker was a firm believer in the feasibility 
of a railroad to Alaska on the American side, 
and he was by no means a visionary on the 
subject of railroad-building. It is by no means 
impossible that the present generation may be 
able to ride by rail from here to §t, Peters- 
burg, except the ferriage across Bering 
Straits, that the Atlantic Ocean grey- 
hounds may find a formidable rival in the 
San Francisco and St, Petersburg railroad.

April 7, 1887, nearly fifty-five years ago, W. 
F. DeWolf, then visiting Alton, III., wrote a 
letter to a friend, John Marston of Taunton, 
Mass., in which were the following words 
about what the writer at that time regarded 
as the metropolis of the West: 

1 believe that Alton will one day be the la 
est city in our country. This may excite a smi 
now but I will only ask you to turn to the map 


and survey our situation. at the Mississip- 
pi which courses hundreds of miles through a 


town.

Louis is. All this in spite of the back-cappi 
given the place by Charles Dickens in one o 
his novels, although he did cali it Eden. 

As far back as 1823 some boomers cut out 
a town from the commons of Cahokia and 
gave it the altitudinous appellation of City 
of IUumois.“ What hopes and fears ani- 
mated the breasts of those boomers at the 
time can only be guessed, but the site did 
not impress Historian Beck, who said 
the place had no advantages and would never 
be valuable. For the benefit of any who may 
ask now for the City of Illinois the informa- 
tion is given that it was in St. Clair County. 

In 1823 Edwardsville, in Madison County, 
was considered as a rival of St. Louis, Mo. 

Kaskaskia, once the capital of IIlinois, had 
hopes of being a great city, and had as its his- 
toric corner-stone the visit of La Salle. 

In 1778 Peoria, then headquarters for Indian 
traders, hunters, and voyageurs, was pointed 
out as a place of first consequence.“ 

Vandalia in 1831, also State capital at one 
time, was referred to as a town of advantages 
„containing 800 inhabitants.“ 

Galena was a town or city of such prom 
inence and future as to warrant the 
building of a railroad to it “from 
Chicago.“ Emphasize the last two words 
in order to get the full “effect of Ga- 
lena’s importance at that time. The city 
backed up its claims with four taverns, four 
lawyers, three ductors, two schools, two 
preachers, and 1,200 people.

Ail applications 
of this character must come to my desk, and 
there isn't a day that I receive less than a half- 
dozen letters begging for assistance, while the 
personal applications are so numerous that we 
have had to make a rule that they must be made 
between certain hours. Some of these charities 
are exacting. One when refused threatened us 
with a boycott. We probably would not have 
suffered financially from anything of the sort, but 
we didn’t care to have any notoriety in connection 
with such a matter and submitted to being bled, 
for that was what it amounted to. 


A Pavement with a Spring in It. 

George Sommers, engineer: I read in THE 
Trisune not long ago, inthe Highway and By- 
way column, about a new street pavement that is 
down in Berlin which does not allow the vehicles 
to make any noise. I was in London not long ago 
and saw a pavement for pedestrians which is as 
yet an experiment. It is made of granulated cork 
and bitumen. The idea is, as I was told, to make 
a pavement which would have a spring motion, 
thereby contributing to the comfort of the walk- 
er. The stone paving in large cities, especially in 
Chicago, is tiresome to people who have much 
walking to do. People who do much walking 
break down from hard pavements sooner than 
from anything else. The only fear about springy 
sidewalks being a success lies in cold weather. 
That is liable to make them crack. The London 
sidewalk has not been subjected to any very se- 
vere cold weather as yet. 


Horses Fed on the Boston Luxury. 

An all-night cabby: I have learned a thing 
which makes my horses slecker and fatter than 
they have ever been before, and I have done it 
very cheaply. I have been feeding them on 
beans. Somebody told me that the Australians 
feed their horses on beans, and so I concluded to 
try it. The result was as astonishing to me as it 
was to the horses. They grew on the food so rap- 
idly that you could almost see the change that 
was going on. The food also agrees with the 
horses better than corn or oats. It does not cost 
as much. There is something about the. bean 
which also makes the hair of the animal softer 
and sleeker. 


Roscoe Conkling’s Son-in-Law. 

A Railroad Man: Did you read in the news col- 
umns that W. G. Oakman was elected President 
of the “Richmond Terminal road the other day? 
Weil, he was. III tell you a story about him. He 
is the son-in-law of Roscoe Conkling. At the time 
of his marriage to Bessie Conkling her father op- 
posed the mating, and so accustomed was Mr. 
Conkling to having his own way about what 
concerned him that he never forgave his daugh- 
ter until he came to die for thwarting his 
wishes. The objection Conkling had to the 
match was simply because of the obscurity of 
Oakman, who at the time was an humble super- 
intendent of a minor division of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railway, and probably 
did not show up on the pay-roll for more than $25 
a week. Oakman was always a popular young 
man, and was thought by his friends to have 
some future. Mr. Conkling did not think so. On 
the occasion of the wedding Horatio Seymour, 
uncle of the bride, threw open the doors 
of his house in Utica and gave the young woman 
an opportunity of making a social stir which her 
father’s purse would not have permitted, though 
he had been willing to the match. Mr. Conkling 
never spoke to his daughter after until he was on 
his deathbed in the Hoffman House, He sent for 
her and the supposition has always been that 
there was a reconciliation. Those who know W. 
G. Oakman are not surprised at his promotion. 


They Never Forget Chicago. 

“A Tacoma man: I suppose that when a man has 
once lived in Chicago, no matter when, he never 
forgets it, no matter where he may roam. Not 
long ago Jim Hill, the railroad man, was in Ta- 
coma and made a speech in which ho referred to 
Chicago as the geographical center and trade 
center of the United States. There was a man 
sitting next tome who went wild over the state- 
ment. I thought he was going to haveafit. 1 
said to him: You must be a Chicago man.’ He 
glowed likea plate of hot cakes with honey on 
top and said he was. Then he started in from 
1835. Hetold usof the donation party for the 
benefit of the old white horse,” which 
was written up in Tun Targon last month, 
the horse that was owned by Dr. Kennicutt. He 
said the horse was led in the procession by T. M. 
Bradley, Sheriff. After he bad described the 
event he continued: “ It wasa great event; my 
house was outside of the, town; prairie wolves 
and deer were more plentiful than school houses 
in those days. I worked mornings and evenings 
for my board and got my schooling at the ‘ Old 
Scammon.’ The Galena railroad, now the Chica- 
go and Northwestern, was runuing as far as the 
Desplaines River. It was the first railroad out of 
Chicago, and the first one ever saw. I boarded 
on, Peoria street, near Monroe, and houses were 
few. I remember while sawing 
wood in the back-yard I could see 
the construction train on the road, when it went 
out in the morning, and the houses were so few 
between my place and the road that I could see 
the train from the time it left the river on Kinzie 
street until it passed beyond the ridge where Oak 
Park now is. The Indians used to look at it and 
think it was a supernatural creation.“

It is announced that Charles T. Yerkes has 
given the Chicago Society of Artists a prize of 
$300 to be awarded to the resident Chicago artist 
showing the best oil painting at its annual spring 
exhibition. The conditions are that the picture 
shall not have been previously exhibited in 
Chicago and shail not be of the impressionist 
school. 

The competition is not open to members of the 


Society of Artists alone, but to all resident 


artis ts. 
Various prizes have been given at the Art Insti- 
tute and the Inter-State Exposition which have 
done much towards encouraging artists from 
otner cities to send their best works to this city. 
These have benefited the art interests of the city 
by furnishing an opportunity for the study of 
works of art of a high order, but a prize like this 
one which Mr. Yerkes has offered will have the 
effect of directly encouraging the artists of the 
city to raise the standard of their painting and to 
undertake works of a more serious character. 
The provision debarring pictures of the im- 
pressionist school is a wise one if the term im- 
pressionist is to be applied to works usually 
designated by that term, in which the vagaries in 
color, a disregard for the rules of perspective, and 
a lack of composition or reasonable selection of 
motive are the distinguishing features. A picture 
to be worthy of tne honor should be something 
more serious. :
